Our Supreme Court has already 
demonstrated its subservience to tyranny, but the Plaintiff is confident of the 
steadfast honesty of our Virginia Courts, and fervently prays that the disease 
indicated by the fearfulnass of the lawyers to stand up to a Jewish organization 
has not penetrated to the Courts. 

Plaintiff asks no favors or special consideration because of the necessity 
to maintain his legal position without a lawyer and with no legal experience, but 
earnestly prays the Honorable Court to grant him a jury trial ot the simple question 
of "Did Defendant lie when it publi shed the statement that Plaintiff has printed and 
distributed scurrilous hate sheets and papers?' 1 , -and moves the court to deny 
Defendant's Demurrer.

Virginia Sun, Arlington, Virginia, during October, 1958, 
carried several stories identifying ROCKWELL as the source 
of anti-Jewish literature and activity.

been Informed on the night of March 20, 1959 teen age youths 
were to have a "rumble" at ROCKWELL’S residence. Therefore, 
he was stationing men at the residence to avoid any serious 
incident inasmuch as ROCKWELL and his group were reported to 
be armed. 


A Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
observed the following activity at the residence of GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL, 6512 Williamsburg Boulevard, Arlington,

At this time it was observed that the flag of the 
United States was flying from a mast in front of the residence 
of ROCKWELL. Near the flag was standing a man dressed in a 
khaki shirt and trousers, wearing a red scarf around his neck 
and a red am band on which was superimposed a swastika. 

He was observed to be wearing what appeared to be an automatic 
pistol In a holster attached to a webbed belt. The holster 
was brown in color and had a flap Which secured t he cun in 
the holster. This person was later identified by[_ 
as LOUIS B. YALACKI. 


Also observed at this time was an individual who 
was taking items from the Pontiac sedan. These items appeared 
to be two rifles, one possibly a .22 calibre rifle bolt action 
and the other a Carbine, possibly a .30 calibre rifle. 

It was observed that the door of the ROCKWELL residence 
was open; however, a glass storm door was closed. There was 
observed on the south wall of what appeared to be the living 
room of the residence, a large "NAZI 1 flag hung on 

the wall. The flag was red ir color and in its center in black 
and white was a swastika. Sup riraposed 1 on the swastika was 
a photograph of ADOLPH HITLER. Immediately underneath the 
flag on a small table were three lighted candles. 

During the course of the evening it was observed that 
a large number of people passed ROCKWELL'S residence, and It 
was observed that they were mostly persons of high school age. 

It was also observed that the Arlington County Police Depart¬ 
ment had several officers stationed near the r esidence to keen 
the crowds moving.

At approximately 9:30 P.M. it was observed that 
the teen age youths began to picket ROCKWELL'S residence 
with signs stating "Go home Nazi" and "ROCKWELL go home". 
Taunts and Jeers were heard directed to ROCKWELL. 

Shortly after 9:30 P.M. ROCKWELL, YALACKI and MORGAN 
were observed at the east side of the residence. At that time 
the individual identified as MORGAN was carrying a rifle and 
a member of the Arlington County Police Department spoke to 
ROCKWELL, and they left and went inside the residence. At 
about 9:45 P.M. after more picketing and jeers, ROCKWELL 
stepped out of the front door of the residence. At trf B time 
ROCKWELL had his arms folded over hlB chest and in his right 
hand he was holding a pistol, believed to be a .25 calibre. 

It was also observed that a member of the Arlington Police 
Department spoke to ROCKWELL, and he returned inside the 
house. 


At approximately 10 P.M. It was observed that an 
unidentified person threw an object through a window of 
ROCKWELL 1 s residence. Immediately following this incident, 
the Arlington County Police Department disbursed the crowd 
and advised them to go home. It was observed that the crowd 
disbursed from the scene and by 10:30 P.M. almost all were 
observed to have gone.

to cease,' feaanfling * out literature and in general "to shut down 
operations" in order to main tain peace and order in the 
neighborhood. | declared that ROCKWELL stated

he had no fear of the teen age youths as they were armed 
with guns loaded with wax and would defend themselves; 
however, he was concerned with the possibility of an attack 
by hired thugs. | | stated that ROCKWELL declared 

that he would shut down his operations If the Arlington 
County Police Department would station two men at his residence 
on a twenty four hour basis for the week-end and guarantee 
his safety. 


I | continued that he had conferred with 

the Commonwealth Attorney and County Manager, Arlington 
County, Virginia, and they came to the conclusion that the 
Arlington County Police Department would not guarantee 
ROCKWELL'S safety, that they did not desire to furnish pro¬ 
tection to ROCKWELL to continue to operate and that they 
would furnish no more protection to ROCKWEL L than they wou ld 
to any other citizen of Arlington County. I I 

advised that the reason his department had stationed men 
near COLE'S residence was to keep traffic moving, pointing 
our that the condition created a traffic hazard and that 
several atcidenfcshad already occurred due to the congestion 
in the area.

had worked for a short period of time as a public relations 
man for "Campaign for 48 States" headed by a prominent Memphis 
and East Arkansas real estate operator and landowner, ROBERT 
3. SNOWDEN, a very reputa ble Individual. and that SNOWDEN, 
then a personal friend of | [ had referred ROCKWELL 

to the Shy Company to purchase two window type air conditioning 
units. 


Records of D. M. Shy, Inc., as furnished by l I 

showed that on July 20, 1956, one Commander C-. L. ROCKWELL, 
then residing at Cole's Trailer Court, West Memphis, Arkansas, 
bought two window type air conditioning units, both being 
three-cuarter ton type. He bought them on a twenty-four month 
conditional sales contract, which was financed through the National 
Bank of Commerce, Memphis. 

I I recalled at the time ROCKWELL was a "weekend 

warrior, ’ being a pilot in the U. S. Naval Reserve, and that 
she felt that hla reserve unit was centered at the U, S. Naval 
Air Station, Millington, Tennessee, a small community 
some twelve to eighteen miles north of Memphis, Tenneasee. 

She recalled that ROCKWELL did not remain in Memphis more 
than two or three months, having been fired by ROBERT SNOWDEN 
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for reasons unknown to her, and that ROCKWELL filed a damage 
claim with regard to damage Incurred to his air conditioners 
on September 19, 1956. He later fell in arrears on his 
payments and as of September 28, 1958, the 1). M, Shy Company 
had to pay an unpaid balance on ROCKWELL'S account of $40.90 
to the National Bank of Commerce, 

In an effort t o locate ROCKWELL to attempt to collect 
this $40.98, 1 I wrote various letters. Including a 

letter to the U. S. Naval Reserve Training Unit, U. S. 

Naval Air Station, Anacostla, District of Columbia, She 
exhibited a letter dated October 1, 1958, received by her 
office from the Naval Air Reserve Training Unit, U. S. Naval 
Air Station, Anacostla, D. C., stating that Commander LINCOLN 
G. ROCKWELL was terminated from a Reserve Unit at Anacostla 
at the N. A. U. on June 30, 1957; that his records were trans¬ 
ferred to the Commandant, Fifth Naval District, Norfolk, 
Virginia; that his last knovrn residence address was Lot 179* 
Metropolitan Trailer Park, Moonache, N. J. This letter was 
signed R. D. HARLAN, Lt. Commander, U, S. Naval Reserve, 
Anacostla, D. C. 


j_ | stated that later, through|__| 

of the Finance Department, National Bank of Commerce, she 
learned that ROCKWELL was residing at 6512 Williamsburg Blvd., 
Arlington, Virginia, arid had telephone # JE 2-6677. She 
added that in late October, 1958, in an endeavor to collect 
the $40.98 from ROCKWELL, she put through a collect person 
to person telephone call to ROCKWELL and much to her surprise 
he accepted the call. She stated he readily agreed to make 
payment on the $40.98 balance and has since that time sent 
her $20.00 in payment thereon. She stated she has had no 
further contact with ROCKWELL, knows nothing concerning his 
background and knows nothing concerning his activities or 
contacts or associates while he was in the Memphis area for 
approximately three months during 1956. 

On November 5, 1958, ROBERT 3. SNOWDEN, Memphis, 
Tennessee businessman and Arkansas planter, who Identified him¬ 
self as finance chairman of the Americana for Constitutional 
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Action, with offices at Room 5 16. Cotton Exchange Bu ilding. 
Memphis, was interviewed by SA | ( concerning 

ROCKWELL. He stated that the Memphis affiliate of the 
Americans for Constitutional Action is known as the "Campaign 
for 48 States." He stated that the objectives of this non¬ 
partisan master organization are to "awaken Americans every¬ 
where to the dangers that are facing us at home as well 
as abroad," and he described the dangers as an apathetic, 
public and run away spending which the American for Constitutional 
Action feels is pushing this country down to road to Socialism. 

Mr. SNOWDEN pointed out that during the past year the Campaign 
for 48 States has concentrated its efforts on trying to limit 
Federal spending and taxation. He stated that it has al30 
sought to make possible amendments to the Constitution of the 
United States by any.thirty-six states of the Union without 
the intervention of Congress. He stated the committee was 
the largest lobby in Washington, D. C. in 1957, spending a 
total of $138,000. He stated that the organization was made 
up of conservative Americans, most of whom were prominent 
businessmen and professional men and pointed out that on the 
following day he would make a public pronouncement, announcing 
jhat Admiral H. M. MARTIN, U. S. Navy, Retired, would be 
appointed as Executive Director of the Campaign for 40 States. 

Mr. SlIOWDEN readily recalled GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, stating 
that he had personally employed ROCKWELL with the Campaign 
for 48 States from July 1, 1956 until September 30, 1956 
as an artist, sign painter, writer and had fired ROCKWELL 
when he became convinced that ROCKWELL was insubordinate and 
a fanatic, lacking any semblance of common sense. 


SNOWDEN recalled that ROCKWELL was a well educated 
man and had married the daughter of one of the former Finnish 
Ambassadors to the United States or to Iceland; he was not certain 
of the country, and recalled that ROCKWELL claimed to have met 
her while he was stationed in Iceland while in the U. S. 

Navy several years ago.

Washington, D. C. SNOWDEN believed that |_ 
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had originally met ROCKWELL through’RICHARD AHRENS, former 
Committee Council for the Internal Security Subcommittee, 
Committee of the Judiciary, U. S. Senate, and currently 
to SNOWDEN'S recollection. Counsel for the House Committee 
for Un-American Activities, U. S. House of Representatives. 

SNOWDEN recalled that while ROCKWELL was in Memphis, 
he lived In a trailer in a remote area of West Memphis, 

Arkansas, and was active in the U. S. Naval Reserve and at 
one time, while in his employ, went on a two weeks training 
cruise as a Naval Reserveman. SNOWDEN recalled that ROCKWELL 
had formerly published a military paper called the "U. S. Lady," 
a fashion paper aimed at wives of high ranking military 
officers and recalled that this magazine had been supported 
by the wife of General NATHAN TWINING. ROCKWELL told SNOWDEN 
that he later 3old a half Interest in this magazine for 
$90,000.00 following a lawsuit, place and circumstances not 
recalled by SNOWDEN. SNOWDEN recalled that ifhen ROCKWELL 
left Memphis, he claimed that he was going to work for one 
BILL STEPHENSON of Norfolk, Virginia, the publisher of a 
pro-segregation publication called "The Virginians." 

SNCWDEN stated that he could not specifically recall 
the actions of ROCKWELL, which caused him to believe ROCKWELL 
was a fanatic, other than the fact that ROCKWELL seemed to 
be demented in that he suspected everyone who did not whole¬ 
heartedly agree with him of being pro-Coinmunist. SNOWDEN 
further recalled that ROCKWELL was unduly suspicious of persons 
who SNOWDEN knew to be eminently loyal U. S. citizens. He 
further pointed out that ROCKWELL, while an unusually 
accomplished artist and ldej man, was quite insubordinate, 
would riot carry out instructions and proceeded to antagonize 
many of the well moaning substantial businessmen supporters 
of SNOWDEN and his organization. He stated that he refused 
to tolerate such insubordination and forthwith fired ROCKWELL 
in early September, 1956, a?though he did pay ROCKWELL 
through September 30, 1956. 

SNOWDEN stated he has not seen ROCKWELL since 
September of 1956, could not recall arty of ROCKWELL'3 
associates while he was in Memphis, Tennessee, and he 
could recall nothing else concerning him. He stated that 
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had never known of any connection between ROCKWELL and any 
anti-Semitic hate groups In the United States, Including 
Atlanta, Georgia. 

Mr. SNOWDEN did exhibit some stationery of the 
American Federation of Conservative Organizations described 
as publishers of the "Conservative Tiroes," return addresB, ^ 
1016 Arlington Building, Washington 5, B. C., which contained 
an autobiography of GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, as furnished by 
ROCKWELL to SNOWDEN at the time ROCKWELL was hired by SNOWDEN. 
This showed ROCKWELL'S full name as GEORGE LINCOI^f ROCKWELL, 
born Bloomington, Illinois, March 9, 1918; showed that he was 
raised in Maine, Rhode Island, New York, New Jersey and 
California, specific addresses and dates not listed; that 
he had attended the Hebron Academy in Maine, dates not listed, 
and had attended Brown University in 1942, and had also attended 
Pratt Institute and studied Commercial Art and Illustration, 
and had also studied at the Naval Photographic School, where 
he had studied movleB. The dates and places of ■'these 
institutions were not shown; that he enlisted as a Seaman 
Second Class in the Navy V-5 Program, date not listed, and 
was subsequently appointed as an Aviation Cadet, for flight 
training; that he subsequently served as a pilot aboard the 
USS Omaha, the USS Memphis, the USS Milwaukee, the USS Wasp, 
and the USS Mobile; that he directed air support of troops 
at Guadalcanal, Guam, and was Commanding Officer of the S. 0. S. 
U-l, at Pearl Harbor; that he was an instructor, producer- 
director of training films for the Navy at Coronado, California, 
and was Executive and Commanding Officer of the Fasron 107 
in Iceland, and was Commanding Officer of Fasron 66l, Anacoetla, 
D. C., as of 1956; that he had prior business experience as

This pamphlet was distributed by a party or parties unknown 
between the hours of 12:01 a.m., November 16 , 1958 and 9*45 a.m., 
November 16 , 1958. 

The pamphlet Indicates that this Is the statement 
by LINCOLN ROCKWELL, 6512 Williamsburg Boulevard, Arlington 
13, Virginia. The pamphlet further states that ROCKWELL 
is the National Commander of the World Union of Free Enterprise 
National Socialists, located at the same address. 

The pamphlet readB In part as follows: 

"We learn that Russian Jews control ALL our tele¬ 
vision networks, our movies, most of our giant 
newspapers, our theater, our concert stage, and the 
monster department stores in cities all over the country 
which support ALL newspapers with their huge advertising 
budgets. 

"We discover with increasing concern that 
Jewish papers and leaders boast that it was 
largely through Jewish efforts that the Supreme 
Court was Induced to render its Integration decision, 
and that it is the American Jewish Committee and the 
Anti-Defamation League of B'nai Brith which push 
so everlastingly hard for race mixing in our stricken 
U. S. South. 

"When we go to the JEWISH booLt and papers, we 
discover that, among themselves, the Jews make 
no bones about their program of hatred and suppression 
of VS, They advise Jews, for instance, to work to 
get rid of our ancient and precious Christmas traditions

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in our public life, and counsel their ‘Brotherhood 1 
workers to get in their efforts in JULY, not at 
Christmas time, so that we won't notice their 
activity.

He described the crowd as curiousity 
seekers, and stated it was necessary for the police to disperse 
che crowd.

ROCKWELL has placed a large "Nazi" flag, upon which is a 
swastika, on the south wall of his living room; placed a 
lighted candle before it, and flooded same with a floodlight. 
The front door of the house in left open, leaving only a 
glass storm door to protect the place from the elements. 

The described method thus affords a clear view of the "Nazi" 
flag and the lighted candle from the street. 

I I stated his department has received 

about fifty calls or so from residents in the neighborhood 
requesting that his department put an end to this display. 

He related that he had conferred with the Commonwealth 
Attorney and the County Manager and as yet they have found 
no solution to the problem.

Shortly after 9:30 p.m., ROCKWELL, YALACKI and 
MORGAN were observed at the east side of the residence. At 
that time the lridlvidual identified as MORGAN was 
carrying a rifle and a member of the Arlington County 
Police Department spoke to ROCKWELL and they left and went 
inside the residence. At about 9:45 p.m., after more 
picketing and Jeers, ROCKWELL stepped out of the front door 
of the residence. At this time ROCKWELL had his arms folded 
over his chest and in his right hand was holding a pistol, 
believed to be a .25 Caliber. It was also observed that a 
member of the Arlington Police Department spoke to ROCKWELL, 
and he returned inside the house. 


At approximately 10:00 p.m., it was observed that an 
unidentified person threw an object though a window of 
ROCKWELL'S residence. Immediately following this incident, 
the Arlington County Police Department dispersed the crowd 
and advised them to go home. It was observed that the crowd 
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dispersed from the scene and by 10:30 p.m., almost all were 
observed to have gone. 

Shortly after 10:30 p.m., an unidentified person 
walked up to the residence of ROCKWELL and gained admission.

"to shut down operations" in order to mai ntain peace and 
order in the neighborhood.

HAROLD NOEL ARROUSMITH, JR.. I I 

Baltimore, Maryland, was interviewe d by SAs I ~| 

I I at the Alexandria Resident 

Agency, Alexandria, Virginia, on October lo, 1950. ARROWSMITH 
advised as follows: 

Mr. ARROWSMITH stated that he desired to talk to 
the FBI because of an article which had appeared in the 
"Northern Virginia Sun" Newspaper on October lC, 1958 . 

This newspaper article reflected the results of an interview 
with G. LINCOLN ROCKWELL of Arlington, Virginia. During 
the interview, ROCKWELL identified ARROWSMITH as the fat 
cat 1 ' referred to in a letter ROCKWELL had written to 
WALLACE ALLEN of Atlanta, Georgia. 

ARROWSMITH stated that he is a person of 
"considerable means" who lias for two years engaged In 
private research work dealing with the "Jewish’ influences 
on American life. He conducts tins research at the 
Library of Congress, National Archives and Department of 
State in Washington, D. C-, and at various government 
agencies abroad, such as the British Foreign Office in 
England. During this research, ARROWSMITH has obtained 
copies of various documents allegedly showing that Zionism [■- 
is nothing more than "subversion’ and "treason." 


ARROWSMITH stated that he has had many of these 
documents reproduced and sent to various government 
officials including members of Congress. He claims to 
be a close associate of RICHARD ARENS, Staff Director of 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities and. that 
he has frequently turned over reports on his research to 
Mr. ARENS. 


Since starting his research, ARROWSMITH has 
encountered considerable difficulty In securing the 
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services of commercial printers to reproduce his documents 
and therefore, desired to obtain the services of a person 
who could do his work at any time desired. 


ARROWSMITH claims to have met ROCKWELL during 
April of 1958, at Newport News, Virginia. This meeting 
took place at the offices of 'The Virginian" a monthly 


Journal published by LACEY JEFFRIES and edited by 
WILLIAM STEPHENSON. ROCKWELL was associated with this 
publication at the time. ARROWSMITH stated that he has 
contributed financially to "The Virginian" by ordering 
subscriptions to the publication for all Congressmen as well 
as other government officials and people in high civilian 
positions. 


Shortly after meeting ROCKWELL, ARROWSMITH 
determined that ROCKWELL had some very good Anti-Jewish 
Ideas and v/as a gifted political cartoonist as well as 
a commercial printer. 


ARROWSMITH made arrangements to purchase 
v'approjdunately $6,000.00 worth of printing equipment which 
he turned over to ROCKWELL. ROCilWELL was living at 
Newport News, Virginia, in a trailer at the time. During 
May of 1958, ARROWSMITH and ROCKWELL were discussing 
their project in a room at the Warwick Hotel In Newport 
News.

decided to buy a home where ROC1CUELL could live and also 
operate the printing business. During June, 1958, ARROWSMITH 
purchased the home where ROCKWELL now lives at j 512 
V/llllatnsburK Boulevard. Arlington, Virginia. _ p.mQ'lSlillH _, 


Richmond, Virginia. 

ARROWSMITH and ROCKWELL agreed that ROCKWELL 
would make the monthly payments of approximately $83.50, 
which v;ere due on the heme In the name of ARROWSMITH. 
ROCKWELL v/as allowed to operate as a private printer 
and was to do all of the reproduction and printing work 
requested by ARROWSMITH at rates to be mutually agreed 
upon at the time the project wa3 ordered. 

ARROWSMITH stated that he soon learned that 
ROCKWELL was charging him just as much as he had 
previously paid other commercial printers who owned their 
own equipment and place of business. He stated that the 
prices charged by ROCKWELL and certain differences 
of opinion eventually were the main causes of a break 
In the friendly relationship existing between them. 
ARROWSMITH stated that this break in their relationship 
occurred during August, 1958, and that he has now filed 
a lawsuit in the Arlington County, Virginia, Courts in , 
an effort to regain possession of his equipment and /— 
house. 


ARROWSMITH stated that after the Lebanon 
crisis came up, he became disturbed and wanted to put 
out a three or four-page bulletin to all members of 
Congress giving his ideas on that situation. He 
talked the matter over with ROCKWELL, who thought it 
would be a better idea to organize something which would 
reach the general public rather than merely high officials. 
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and stated that he, ROCKWELL, wanted to create a circumstance 
which would have to be carried by the press. The idea of 
this v/as to obtain free advertising for their cause. 

As a result of ROCKWELL'S persuasion, ARROWSMITH 
agreed to finance Anti-JewiBh demonstrations in Washington, 

D. C.; Atlanta, Georgia; and Louisville, Kentucky, 
during the weekend of July 2> -27, 1953. ROCKWELL did all 
of the organisational work connected with these demonstrations 
and prepared the material used. ARROWSMITH paid ROCKWELL i/' 
$150.00 to do this as ROCKWELL stated he needed about 
one week to prepare for the demonstrations. Hie $150.00 
were his wages for that week's work. 

ROCKWELL arranged to have a group of men from 
New York City, New York, come to the Washington, D. C., 
area for the purpose of participating in picketing which 
took place at the White II-use and to help distribute 
leaflets which he had prepared. ARROWSMITH gave 
ROCKWELL $1,000.00 to pay for these arrangements. 

ROCKWELL also organized the demonstrations in 
Atlanta, Georgia, and Louisville, Kentucky, through WALLACE 
ALLEN and ED FIELDS respectively. A document entitled 
’How to 'Stop World War III" which, supposedly prepared ■ 
by the National Committee to Free America frem Jewish 
Domination, was distributed at the demonstrations in 
the cities mentioned above. 

ARROWSMITH stated that the Anti-Je'wish material 
contained in this document was compiled primarily by 
ROCKWELL, however, he did furnish some of the material 
for the document. ARROWSMITH stated that he considered the 
document to contain a great amount of fact and that it 
was worthy of everyone's attention. 

As a result of the Anti-Jewish demonstrations 
in Atlanta, Georgia, WALLACE ALLEN and four other 
unidentified men were arrested by the Atlanta Police 
Department. ALLEN and his friends are attempting to 
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fight this case and ARROWSMITH In connection with the 
appeal of this case, met ALLEN through ROCKWELL at the 
Congress Hotel in Washington, D. C. This meeting took 
place during the middle of the Cummer, 1958* after ALLEN 
had been released from custody by the authorities in 
Atlanta, Georgia. ARROWSMITH at this meeting agreed . 
to furnish money for the defense of ALLEN and the others / 
arrested v/lth him and has actually contributed ^500,00 
for this cause to date. 

ARROWSMITH stated he does not know the names 
of the other individuals who participated In the Atlanta 
demonstration during July. ARROWSMITH volunteered that 
he is very Anti-Jewish and repeated on numerous occasions 
that his major interest at the present time is to reveal , . 
to the World his belief that World War I was a result of 
an International Jewish Conspiracy. 

ARROWSMITH stated that even though he is very 
Anti-Jewish, he is opposed to acts of violence or any other 
illegal activities in furtherance of his beliefs. He 
denied having any knowledge of or participation in the 
banblng of the Atlanta Temple or other church and social 
buildings. He stated that he joes not believe that 
ROCKWELL or WALLACE ALLEN had anything to do with these 
bombings or any knowledge concerning them. 

'■'TvRROWSMITK stated that some of his material 
has been published by the American Mercury Magazine. 

He stated that his material was published during 1S57 and 
1958. He did not identify the material published by 
the American Mercury Magazine and did not indicate in any 
way that he has any financial interest in this magazine. 

ARROWSMITH insisted that he was doing his 
country a service in publishing the "true fact3’' about 
Jews" and would be happy to make any or all of his 
material available to the FBI at any time.

On November 26, 1953 Deputy Sheriff T. V/. FREDERICK 
advised he had served a notice to vacate the home of GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL, 5612 Williamsburg Boulevard, Arlington, 
Virginia. The notice indicated ROCKWELL was to vacate the 
premises by November 30, 195 r -. 




VENMAN T. RUCKER, Attorney, Room 602, Arlington 
Trust Building, Courthouse Square, Arlington, Virginia, on 
November 20, 1958 advised he Is the attorney for HAROLD V 
N. ARROVfSFlITH and that he had been retained by ARROWSMITH 
to evict GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL from the residence at 
6512 Williamsburg Boulevard, Arlington, Virginia. 


RUCKER informed that the Sheriff of Arlington 
County had served the notice on ROCKWELL to vacate 
the premises by November 30, 1950; however he was positive 
that ROCKWELL would not do so because ROCKWELL had 
indicated he would file eviction therefore it would be 
necessary to have a trial on the matter and thus it uould 
be sometime in February before the final action could be 
taken. 


RUCKER stated that the notice to vacate is not 
to be confused with an eviction as the notice to vacate 
is only an intent of the owner to have the tenant put 
on notice that he is requesting return of his premises. 

On December 9, 1958 RUCKER advised that he has 
prepared and is going to file a suit in Arlington County 
Court on'- December 9, 1958 regarding the eviction of 
ROCKWELL from the premises of 5512 Williamsburg Boulevard 
and that ROCKWELL will have twenty-one days to file and 
answer the complaint. 

On January 26, 1959 RUCKER advised that the 
trial has been set for February 10, 1959, however, he 
is attempting to arrive at the settlement wherein ROCKWELL 
will stay in the residence at -ol2 Arlington Boulevard 
until June, 1955 at which time ROCKWELL will leave voluntarily.

On November 21, 195u, Jhdge EMERY T. HOSNEH 
ordered defendant to file in writing before pre-trail 
a statement of agreement by which he claims to rightfully 
hold possession of the property claimed by plaintiff. 

A pre-trial statement was filed by ROCKWELL on 
January 9, 1959. The statement in part states as follows: 

"On a Sunday morning in May, 1958, Plaintiff 
to whom defendant had been introduced briefly 
appeared at Defendants place of residence in 
Newport News, Virginia, accompanied by William 
Anderson of Chicago, Illinois, and stated he 
was the owner of certain items of printing and 
photographic equipment, then in the possession 
of William Stephenson, 310 S, 3rd St., Newport News, 
Virginia; 
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"that he was disgusted with Stepehnsons 
lack of use of this equipment and the general 
lack of vigor in combatting ‘Jewish Zionism, 
Communism, and Integration'; 


'that he had heard of defendants reputation, 
abilities, and experience in the fields of 
advertising, art, publishing, and promotion, 
and his strong feelings against Communism, 
integration, and Zionism; 

'that he was determined to re-posses his 
equipment from Stephenson and either use it to 
establish the strongest possible antl-Jevrish 
Center immediately, or 3tore it. 


"that he desired the defendant to take the 
equipment and immediately set up an organization 
to be called. National Committee to Free America 
from Jewish Domination and do everything possible 
to oppose and eliminate all disruptive and 
treasonable Jewish influences in the United States 


"Defendant proposed that all parties should 
confer on the matter with h'illlam Stephenson, 
since Defendant at the time was engaged in 
setting up a cooperative publishing operation 
with Stephenson and the proposed action would 
amount to treachery. Plaintiff was most 
urgent in his pleas that Stephenson not be 
informed in any manner. 

"Defendant approached Stephenson and warned 

him. 


'Plaintiff and Defendant in car at Warwick, 
Virginia, beach came to general understanding that 
Defendant would have possession and use of the 
equipment at some place in Arlington, Virginia, 
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*to earn his living and to set up the Anti-Jev/lsh 
Center requested by Plaintiff. 

"Plaintiff insisted on immediate aotion and 
plaintiff called a friend in Arlington, not aware 
of the nature of the Center, and agreed to 
permit storage of the equipment until location 
could be found. 

"Plaintiff proceeded to repossess his equipment. 

'On June 9, 1958, Plaintiff called Defendant 
and demanded he organise a political demonstration 
to oppose speech by Soviet Ambassador Menshikov 
before the Baltimore Bar Association and print 
propaganda fliers, and tills was done. 

Plaintiff met William H. Evans Jr, of 
Annapolis, Md. through Defendant, was Impressed 
with his abilities and ideas and endeavored to 
secure his services with National Committee to 
Free America from Jewish Domination. Plaintiff 
advised Evans of conditions of agreement between 
Plaintiff and Defendant. 

"Defendant thru real estate agent Thomas G. 
Magruder located 6512 Williamsburg Blvd. 

'Plaintiff was to hold title, defendant to 
make payments, and eventually own the property 
and the equipment. 

' Defendant was to j>ay ^\0.00 per month to 
Plaintiff in amortization of Plaintiffs capital 
advances and equipment. 

"Defendant was to print and circulate Anti- 
JevriSh material and to promote the National 
Committee to Free America from Jewish Domination.

'Agreement was to be reduced to wrlting and 
defendant called hia attorney, Willard Nalls, 

4541 Montgomery Ave., Bethesda, Md., and 
informed him of the conditions." 

Trial in this case was set for February 10, 

1959, per DENMAN T. RUCKER, attorney for plaintiff. 

On February 11, 1559, DENMAN T. RUCKER, Attorney, 
Arlington Trust Building, Arlington, Virginia, advised 
that this case was settled out of court on the basis that 
ROCKWELL would be allowed to stay in the residence until 
June 21, 1959, at which time he would move out and turn 
over the equipment to ARROWSMITH.

I. PREDICATION 

On February 12, 1959, [~ I advised that DREW 

PEARSON, syndicated newspaper columnIsx, Washington, D.C ., 
was seeking Information concerning GEORGE L INCOLN ROCKWELL's 
activity in the antl-Jewish field. I 1 stated PEARSON 

seemed extremely anxious to obtain any information which sight 
link ROCKWELL with President GAMAL ABDEL NASSER of the United 
Arab Republic (OAR). PEARSON reportedly commented he had 
evidence that ROCKWELL had been sending wires and registered 
letters to President NASSER, 

II. BACKGROUND INFORMATION CONCERNING SUBJECT 

A. Personal History and Belated Information 

On November 5, 1958, ROBERT B. SNOWDEN, Memphis, 
Tennessee, businessman and Arkansas planter who identified 
himself as finance chairman of the Americans for Constitutional 
Action with offices at Room 51 6. Cotton Exchange Bu ilding. 
Memphis, was interviewed by SA | 1 concerning 

ROCKWELL. He stated that the Memphis affiliate of the Americans 
for Constitutional Action is known as the "Campaign for 48 
States." Mr. SNOWDEN readily recalled GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL stating that he had personally employed ROCKWELL 
With the Campaign for 48 States from July 1, 1956, until 
September 30, 1956, as an artist, painter, and writer. 

SNOWDEN stated he had fired ROCKWELL when he had become convinced 
that ROCKWELL was insubordinate and a fanatic lacking any 
semblance of common sense. 

SNOWDEN recalled that ROCKWELL was a well-educated 
man and had married the daughter of one of the former Finnish 
Ambassadors to the United States or to Iceland; he was not 
certain of the country and recalled that ROCKWELL claimed to 
have met her while he was stationed in Iceland while in the 
United States Navy several years ago. 

SNOWDEN recalled that while ROCKWELL was in Memphis, 
he lived in a trailer in a remote area of West Memphis, 

Arkansas, and was active in the U.S. Naval Reserve and at 
one time, while in his employ, went on a two weeks' training 
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cruise as a Naval Reserveman. SNOWDEN recalled that ROCKWELL 
had formerly published a military paper called the "U.S. Lady," 
a fashion paper aimed at wives of high ranking military 
officers and recalled that this magazine ha d b een supported 
by the wife of General NATHAN TWINING. ROCKWELL told SNOWDEN 
that he later sold a half interest in this magazine for 
$90,000.00 following a lawsuit, place and circumstances not 
recalled by SNOWDEN. SNOWDEN recalled ttt when ROCKWELL 
left Memphis, he claimed that he was going to work for one 
BILL STEPHENSON of Norfolk, Virginia, the publisher of a 
pro-segregation publication called "The Virginians." 

SNOWDEN Btated that he could not specifically recall 
the actions of ROCKWELL, vhich caused him to believe ROCKWELL 
was a fanatic, other than the fact that ROCKWELL seemed to 
be demented in that he suspected everyone who did not whole¬ 
heartedly agree with him of being pro-communist. SNOWDEN 
further recalled that ROCKWELL was unduly suspicious of 
persons who SNOWDEN knew to be emi nently loyal U.S. citizens. 

He further pointed out that ROCKWELL, while an unusually 
accomplished artist and idea man, was quite insubordinate, 
would not carry out instructions and proceeded to antagonize 
many of the well-meaning substantial businessmen supporters 
of SNOWDEN and his organization. He stated that he refused 
to tolerate such insubordination and forthwith fired ROCKWELL 
in early September, 1956, although he did pay ROCKWELL 
through September 30, 1956. 

Mr. SNOWDEN did exhibit some stationery of the 
American Federation of Conservative Organizations described 
as publishers of the "Conservative Times," return address, 

1016 Arlington Building, Washington 5, D.C., which contained 
an autobiography of GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, as furnished by 
ROCKWELL to SNOWDEN at the time ROCKWELL was hired by SNOWDEN. 
This showed ROCKWELL'S full name as GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, 
born Bloomington, Illinois, March 9, 1918; showed that he was 
raised in Maine, Rhode Island, New Fork, New Jersey and 
California, specific addresses and dates not listed; that 
he had attended the Hebron Academy in Maine, dates not listed, 
and had attended Brown University in 1942, and had also 
attended Pratt Institute and studied Commercial Art and 
Illustration, and had also studied at the Naval Photographic 
School, where he had studied movies. The dates and places of

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these Institutions were not shown; that he enlisted as a 
Seaman Second Class In the Navy V-S Program, date not llBted, 
and was subsequently appointed as an Adation Cadet, for flight 
training; that he subsequently served as a pilot aboard the 
"OSS Omaha'/ the "USS Memphis,” the "USS Milwaukee,” the 
"OSS Wasp” and the "OSS Mobile"; that he directed air support 
of troops at Guadalcanal, Guam, and vas Commanding Officer of 
the S.O.S. 0-1, at Pearl Harbor; that he was an instructor, 
producer-director of training films for the Navy at Coronado, 
California, and was Executive and Commanding Officer of the 
Fasron 107 in Iceland, and was Commanding officer of Fasron 
661, Anacostia, D.C., as of 1956; that he bad prior business 
experience as follows: 


Operated Maine Commercial Art Service for one year, 
place and time not listed; organized and was first president 
of the Maine Advertising, first large advertising agency in 
Maine (now known as Simonds Payson, Incorporated); was art 
director of Simonds PayBon, Incorporated; was in the free 
lance advertising field in New Tork and Boston, dates and places 
not shown; that he had been employed on unknown dates by the 
Bates PabricB, New Tork, New Haven and Hartford, and had been 
employed bj the New Tork, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
and by the Maine Development Commission, and had also set up 
and operated the Rockwell Publishing Corporation, which had 
published local radio and vacation guides until he was recalled 
for the Korean War. He did not list the location of the 
publishing corporation. He listed that he set up the American 
Service Publishing Company, Incorporated, and launched the 
"T7.S. Lady" magazine for service wives, ultimately reaching 
a circulation of 175 ,000.and he later sold the majority of 
the 3tock cont rolled 


that he set up the American Federation of 
Conservative Organizations to get Right Wing Americans together 
and to publish a national newspaper. He did not elaborate in 
this regard.

LINCOLN ROCKWELL arrived in Newport News, Virginia, approxi¬ 
mately February 1, 1958, wearing the uniform of a Commander 
in the U.S. Navy. ROCKWELL went to the home of WILLIAM SCOTT 
STEPHENSON,I |Newport News, Virginia.

is editor of "The Virginian," a pro-segregation magazine. 


ROCKWELL approached STEPHENSON and showed an 
interest in pro-segregation activities, and left a number 
of his writings and artistic works with STEPHENSON for 
perusal. STEPHENSON permitted ROCKWELL to store some of 
his papers in his garage and ROCKWELL appeared at STEPHENSON’S 
home almost daily. 

ROCKWELL, who draws caricatures and other cartoons, 
sold a number of caricatures to STEPHENSON who used them in his 
magazine, "The Virgkian." 

I I stated that ROCKWELL had quite a bit of 

literature on Nazism and informant heard ROCKWELL state that 
he was a Nazi and that the only antidote to the wave of 
communism at this time was Nazism. 

I l advlsed that ROCKWELL formerly worked for 

one WALLACE ALLEN in Atlanta, Georgia, for the "American 
Mercury" magazine in New Tork City and for one ROBERT B. 

SNOWDEN of Memphis, Tennessee. ROCKWELL resided in a trailer 
at the Arch Trailer Cou rt. 5115 Jefferson Avenue, Warwick, 
Virginia, with his wife, ! l and four children 

while in the Newport News, Virginia, area.

According to I | ARROWSMITH departed Newport 

News, Virginia, with ROCKWELL on May 10, 1958. 

On October 16, 1958, GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, 

6512 Williamsburg Boulevard, Arlington, Vlrgkla, advised 
Special Agents (SAs) of the FBI that he had read in the 
newspapers that WALLACE ALLEN had been arrested in Atlanta, 
Georgia, in connection with the bombing of a synagogue there 
on October 12, 1958. 

ROCKWELL stated that he had written a letter to 
ALLEN prior to his arrest, which was as follows: 

"Dear WALLACE: 

"It was wonderful to talk to you on the phone! 

Made me realize how feeble and uninformed most of the 
so-called 'hard core’ is. Just by contrast. . . 

"The enclosed 'hate-mongering* will give you 
an idea of the calibre of material we are preparing 
to roast the Jews alive in the fire of truth, as it 
were. (Next word obliterated) is all-out on the 
stickers, whlah are the ultimate weapon against the 
Jew, because he can't see where he's getting hit 
from,—the technique he himself has been using to 
knock us all off. People who won't even publicly admit 
that there are such things as Jews have been sneaking 
up to get a Bupply of these 'Communism ie Jewish! 1 
stickers to put up privately in the right places. . ." 
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ROCKWELL said that the antl-Jewlsh literature 
which he prints is not meant to incite anyone to violence 
and that he has printed several things which ask that 
violence not be committed. He says that his current 
aim is to form an organization to be called The World 
Union of Free Enterprise and National Socialists which 
would be a legltfaate political group based on free 
enterprise and racial nationalism. The group would be 
something like the organization ADOLF HITLER formed, 
he said; however, "we" would not be Nazis. "We" 
want to defeat the Jevs with the truth, ROCKWELLsaid, 

Just like HITLER. He said that HITLER only committed 
violence when he was attacked but that his proposed 
group would not use violence while being attacked by 
the Jews. 


ROCKWELL said literature setting forth the 
truth was worth more than 10,000 cross burnings or a 
bombing He and ALLEN, he said, are fighting the political 
Jews and not fighting the religious aspect. ROCKWELL said 
that his new political party is necessary in this country 
because democracy as it is in this country today "is a 
perversion of the original democracy of our forefathers."

The pamphlet Indicates that this Is the statement 
by LINCOLN ROCKWELL, 6512 Williamsburg Boulevard, Arlington 
13, Virginia. The paaphlet further states that ROCKWELL 
1 b the National Coaaander of the World Union of Free Enterprise 
National Socialists, located at the same address. 

The paaphlet reads In part as follows; 

"We learn that Russian Jews control ALL our television 
networks, our movies, most of our giant newspapers, our theater, 
our concert stage, and the aonster department stores in cities 
all over the country whfch support ALL newspapers with their 
huge advertising budgets. 

"We discover with increasing concern that Jewish 
papers and 1sates boast that it was largely through Jewish 
efforts that the Supreme Court was induced to render itB 
integration decision, and that it is the Aaerican Jewish 
Coaalttee and the Anti-Defamation League of B'nal Brlth which 
push so everlastingly hard for race nixing in our stricken 
U.S. South, 


"When we go to the JEWISH books and papers, we 
discover that, among themselves, the Jews make no bones about 
their program of hatred and suppression of US. They advise 
Jews, for instance, to work to get rid of our ancient and 
precious Christmas traditions in our public life, and counsel 
their 'Brotherhood' workers to get in their efforts in JULY, 
not at Christmas time, so that we won’t notice their activity. 
Imagine what any normal person would think of a Christian who 
went to Israel, was welcomed, and then began a careful, planned 
activity in-SECRET to eliminate Torn Kippur from Israeli life!

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"In short, when we examine the ACTIVITIES of most 
Jews, we discover that their CREED appears to be hate and 
suppression of US, and manipulations to gain our power, our 
money, and our very inheritance of Nordic blood;

It Is simply TOO fantastic to believe there is such a 
conspiracy, but it is TRUE. 

"We know, however, from bitter experience, that 
mountains of FACTS are useless to us, because human nature 
simply will NOT see such unpleasant reality as long as 
illusion is so pleasant and apparently safe. He who is blind 
because he will not open tfc eyes, cannot be made to see by 
turning on more light. 

"But we believe that the mounting chaos and 
tragedy in our world and our Nation is caused directly by the 
manipulations of this group of Jews, and by their suppression 
of all facts on the matter as ’Anti-Semitism 1 and 'hate- 
mongerlng.' We believe that the growing violence in the 
U.S. South is directly provoked by this JEWISH activity, 
and that we MUST make our fellow citizens realize that we are 
all hea ded for catastrophe unless we get OPEN DISCUSSION 
and UNDERSTANDING, instead of name-calling, suppression 
of facts, and terrorism of patdots.

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III. NEWSPAPER ALLEGATIONS AND RELATED NATTERS 

CONCERNING SUBJECT'S ACTIVITIES WITH THE ARABS 


A series of five articles appeared in tbe "New 
Tork Dally News" fro* January 20 to 24, 1959, written by 
DAVID BURK and entitled, "Peddling Hate in America: Egypt's 
NASSER." In these articles BURK accuses the Arabs of 
fomenting much of the antl-Jewlsh acta perpetrated by bate 
groups In the United States by alleging anti-Jewish literature 
prepared by the Arabs has been given to Americans active in 
racist and hate campt4gns for distribution. 

The articles further point out that some of these 
racists have been in contact with Arab officials and 
establishments in this country and pome of their publications 
have contained pro-NASSER propaganda, the implication being 
that such propaganda was furnished by the Arabs. 

These articles specifically name certain persons 
as being leaders of a hate corps acting on behalf of 
President NASSER of the United Arab Republic In spreading 
antl-Jewlsh literature in this country through their 
publications or their activities. One of these individuals 
specifically named in BURK's articles was GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL. 

I l advised on March 5, 1959, that DAVID 

BURK, tbe author of the previously-mentioned articles, 
is of the Jewish faith and formerly was a correspondent 
for a British newspaper in Cairo, Egypt. However, several 
years ago BURK and several other correspondents, among whom was 
ISSA EL KORASHI, who is now the United Nations (UN) correspondent 
for the "New Tork Daily News," were "thrown out" of Egypt 
by order of President GAMAL ABDEL NASSER. BURK then came to tbe 
United States and took up residence in Brooklyn, New Tork, 
and over the past years has written feature articles for 
the "New Tork Daily News." 

The first article of the series entitled, "The 
Lunatic Fringe Hangs Ravings on the Cairo Line," stated 
"nearly ninety dynamite blasts have echoed around the 
country in the last two years, aimed mainly at Jews, Negroes 
and sincere Christian citizens who have publicly backed these 
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groups." The article states that with the bombing of the 
Temple at Atlanta, Georgia, last October the "startling fact 
leaked out" that practically every operation fitted Into a 
national pattern which "authorities" attributed to a "loose- 
linked network of American neo-Fasclst groups peppered around 
the country." The article continued that this "hate corps" 
had emerged as a "fifth column” acting In behalf of President 
GAMAL ABDEL NASSER of the United Arab Republic (UAR). 

According to the article one of the men behind "this 
hate racket" was "a fuehrer-minded Virginian," GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL, whose name had been linked with the men on trial 
for the "Atlanta bombing." BURK quoted ROCKWELL as having 
said to him, "ADOLF HITLER was a gift from an inscrutable 
Providence. He was a world Savior In his time." 

The article stated that "NASSER's dominated segment 
of the Arab world" regards not only American Jewry, but the 
United States administration, too, as the "fountainhead" of 
Israel's moral and financial help and that NASSER must 
"knock out" Israel's backers in the United States before he 
could keep his pledge to his followers to "knock out" Israel 
Itself. 


The article claims that NASSER has been using 
Egyptian military intelligence officers and men, who could 
hide behind diplomatic immunity, as "contact men" and a 
group of individuals and periodicals as his "mouthpieces." 

The article indicated that Arab officials have 
denied any connection with "hate groups," but that HAROLD N. 
ARROWSMITH "admitted 'fat cat' (financier) of some of the 
activities of the Atlanta States Rights Gang, five of whom 
are currently on trial for the bombing," had assured BURK 
that his, ARROWSMITH's, "counsel was much in demand not 
only by the Arabs, but also by the FBI and the State 
Department." 

The article also sets forth "the protege of ARROWSMITH, 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, who master-minded States Rights Party 
demonstrations in Atlanta and Washington last July under his 
own banner, the National Committee to Free America from Jewish 
Domination," had told BURK that ARROWSMITH had "brough the

head of NASSER*s secret service" to see ROCKWELL, ARROWSMITH 
later denied this to BURK and according to the article, BURK 
also doubted it. 

The article stated that BURK had a long talk with an 
official of the "UAR embassy" in Washington and had been 
assured that the UAR Government would have nothing to do 
with "these scum” and "they would be kicked out, if they 
dared to cross the embassy threshold." BURK quoted the 
UAR official as having said, "What can we do if these 
people want to help tell our story? Is that our fault? 

"You know as well as I do that the Jews control 
your so-called free press here. Only the Zionists' voices 
are heard." 


The article concluded that the UAR official "might 
have been quoting straight from an American hate sheet or 
from Cairo radio" and commented, "They’re pretty hard to tell 
about." 


The last article of the series written by BURK, 
entitled, "An Anti-Red Mask Covers True Face of Fascism 
in U.S.," sets forth, "America's lunatic racist fringe 
poses as vehemently anti-Communist." The article states 
that the obvious reason for this is that there are potentially 
millions in the country today, strongly anti-communist, who 
would refuse to support any movement "preaching inter-racial 
hatred." According to the article, by asserting that 
communism is a part of a Jewish international conspiracy and 
"throwing in vicious slanders of the Negro for good measure, 
the Fascists can make some headway." 

The article continues that much of the "Juggled 
history" which propagandists use as the basis for their 
"outpourings" is "dredged up" by HAHOLD N. ARROWSMITH, "who 
admits having financed Arlington, Virginia., fuehrer, GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL, and the Yorkville thugs ROCKWELL sent to 
Washington and Atlanta to sing his hymn of hate." The 
article noted that ARROWSMITH and ROCKWELL were "squabbling" 
and stated that the main reason "apparently was ARROWSMITH's 
Indignation at being identified by ROCKWELL as the ’fat cat' 
(financial) mentioned in ROCKWELL'S letter to one of the men 
charged with the Atlanta Temple blast." , 
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According to the article, BURK quoted ARROWSMITH as 
follows: "I thought I could handle ROCKWELL, but I found that 
I was wrong. He's a dangerous character. His political 
ideas are asinine and he has a fuehrer complex.” 

The article continued that ARROWSMITH had made a 
$15,200 cash down payment on ROCKWELL'S house on Arlington's 
Williamsburg Boulevard and had spent more than $6,000 to 
install Ifhoto-litho" printing equipment in the cellar. 

BURK quoted ARROWSMITH as follows: "It was very 
naughty of ROCKWELL to say I was his 'fat cat.' I didn't 
have anything to do with the Atlanta bombing. I knew 
nothing about it. All I did was pay the cost of ROCKWELL'S 
picketing in July in Washington and Atlanta and for the 
printing of fifteen thousand or twenty thousand leaflets." 

The article sets forth that ROCKWELL had declared 
in an interview with BURK that since police found some of 
ROCKWELL'S personal letters in the home of WALLACE ALLEN, 

"one of the men currently under indictment for the Atlanta 
bombing, telephone threats have been a daily occurrence." 

Concerning HAROLD N. ARROWSMITH, the article quoted 
ROCKWELL as follows: "He picked me because he wanted a tough 
anti-Jew fighter. He wanted them tougher and tougher. 

"I have got a bunch of boys in Torkvllle who are 
real tough. ARROWSMITH wanted my boys. All I have to do 
is send for them aid they'd be here in a flash. They'll 
do anything I ask them." 

The article noted that the "boys" had also been 
mentioned in ROCKWELL'S letter to ALLEN, which according to 
the article, said: "The boys are coming from New Tork for 
the work here - no guts in the local citizens. . .” The 
article continued in part as follows: "ROCKWELL, who says 
he attended Brown University and was a U.S. Navy Commander 
in World War Two, then laid the policy of his National 
Committee to Free America from Jewish Domination on the 
line. In fact, he gave me a preview of a new seven-point 
program 'that hasn't even gone to the printer's yet.’ 
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"The essence of hie philosophy - 'unlike AIlROWSMITHs', 
he pointed out - Is his basic tolerance. He said: 'Most of 
the people on our side, 90 % of those who work In the open, 
are crackpots. Isolationists, anti-Negro, totally anti-Jewish, 
k * many anti-Catholics. Most are fanatics on one or two subjects.' 

'"We, on the other hand, are religiously uncommitted, 
International, pro-Negro, pro-private enterprise, national 
Socialists and anti-Capitallets....the basic aspects of our 
world view are the same as ADOLF HITLERb. He was a gift 
from an inscrutable providence, A world Savior in his time.' 

"He described himself as 'anti-dictatorship, though 
no part of society has the right to complete freedom.' The 
Jews, under Rockwellism, would all be carefully investigated 
and 'those found to have had no part in the world Marzlst 
conspiracy would not be harmed. 

"The Rockwellians also have the answer to the 
integration problem. They would, he said, 'appropriate 
the ten billion now being spent on integration to establish 
an ultra-modern, fully-equipped nation for the Negroes in 
Africa.’ 



"ROCKWELL declared that he has 'five hundred hard - 
core supporters spread through the world - in Egypt, Iceland, 
the U.S. and Europe.' There is no membership card as yet 
and no real organization as such, he said, but added: 'Since 
the Atlanta business I've been living on pennies. I'm 
thinking of trying to register as a foreign agent and working 
for the Arabs. I want to cut off money to Israel. I think 
the Arabs should be willing to pay me a salary for that.'" 

The October 13, 1958, issue of the "Washington Post 
and Times Herald" in an article entitled, "Blast From 40 Sticks 
of Dynamite Rips Jewish Temple in Atlanta," sets forth that the 
temple, home of the Hebrew Benevolent Congregation on Peachtree 
Road, Atlanta, Georgia, had been "bombed by an estimated forty 
to fifty sticks of dynamite on October 12, 1958." 
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The January 26, 1959, edition of the "Washington 
Evening Star" contained an article written by DAVID LAWRENCE 
entitled "NASSER Sean Linked to Racists." This article had 
the subcaption of "Bombings and Propaganda Held Part of 
OAR Campaign to Knock Out Israel." This article refers 
to this series of five articles recently published in "New 
York's largest newspaper, the 'Daily News,' which were written 
by a staff reporter, DAVID BORK." The article then contained 
numerous excerpts from BORK's articles such as, "There is a 
mass of evidence of direct liaison between agents of the 
United Arab Republic and leaders of the American race groups 
held responsible by United States authorities for the (Atlanta) 
bombing. . 





February 17, 1959, issue in an article by DREW PEARSON entitled, 
"Virginia 'Haters' Write to Nasser" sets forth in part the 
following information: 


"Just across the Potoaac River froa the Nation's 
Capital, in fact only a stone's throw froa the Lincoln Ueaorial 
where the Great Emancipator is shown in thoughtful meditation, 
are the headquarters of one a£ the most virulent and vitriolic 
hate-nests in the U.S.A. 
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"It has had contact with those investigated in 
connection with the bombing of the Atlanta synagogue, 
draws money from Arab sources, and even sends word of its 
activities to Col. GAMAL ABDEL NASSER of Egypt. 

"On Feb. 6 a registered letter was mailed to 
NASSER from GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, the Arlington hate-monger 
who is circulating thousands of copies of petitions calling 
for the impeachment of Gov. ALMOND. Simultaneously, ROCKWELL'S 
picutre appeared on the front page of NASSER's newspaper, El 
Aharan, though in denial of reports that NASSER had anything 
to do with the American hate-nest. 

"The group which recently has assumed the name 
of 'The Virginia Committee to Impeach Gov. ALMOND,' gives its . 
mailing headquarters as P.0. Box 1352 in Arlington. / 

"The box was rented on Feb. 3 by FLOYD FLEMING, 
grizzled old hate agitator and sidekick of rabble rouser 
JOHN KASPER. The Seaboard White Citizens Council was built 
around them. Two of FLEMING'S henchmen, EUGENE COLTON and 
H. CARY HANSEL, also signed the rental papers for the box. 

"The group operates largely from ROCKWELL'S home at 
6512 Williamsburg blvd. ROCKWELL is the son of the prewar 
radio comedian and rocking-chair philosopher, 'Doc' ROCKWELL 
whose squeaky voice was once familiar to millions of listeners. 

"ROCKWELL’S letters to WALLACE ALLEN, a crippled 
printing salesman, were picked up by Atlanta police during 
their investigation of the synagogue bombing. ALLEN was 
identified by police as one of the five men who attended a 
strategy session at which the dynamiting was discussed. ROCKWELL 
ended some letters to ALLEN with the Nazi phrase, 'Sieg Hell.' 

One of his letters referred cryptically to a 'big blast,' but 
ROCKWELL insisted to the FBI that he meant a planned picketing 
and knew nothing of the subsequent bombing. 

"One letter also spoke of a ‘fat-cat financier' 
who turned out to be HAROLD NOEL ARROWSMITH, JR., son of the 
late canon of Baltimore's Episcopal Cathedral. ARROWSMITH 
took offense at the 'fat cat' reference, apparently thinking 
ROCKWELL was ridiculing his physical plumpness. 





"ROCKWELL boasted to associates that 'IKE the 
Kike' signs, used in picketing the White House, are now in 
Cairo, What apparently happened, however, is that snapshots 
of the picketing were forwarded to Cairo. 

"It appears to be true that ARROWSMITH was in touch 
with SALEM BADER, who runs what he calls the Arab-Aslan 
Institute. BADER registered as a foreign agent in 1957 and 
listed contributions from Saudi Arabia of $500 on March 18, 
1957, and another $150 on April 8, 1957."

PEARSON, syndicated newspaper columnist, Washington, D.C., 
was seeking Information concerning GEORGE L INCOLN ROCKWELL'S 
activity in the anti-Jewish field, | 1 stated PEARSON 

seemed extremely anxious to obtain any information which 
might link ROCKWELL with President GAMAL ABDEL NASSER of the 
UAH. PEARSON reportedly commented he had evidence that 
ROCKWELL had been sending wires and registered letters to 
President NASSER. 

By letter dated October 31, 1958, J. WALTER TEAGLET, 
Acting Assistant Attorney General, Internal Security Division, 

U.S. Department of Justice, advised that on October 30, 1958, 
GECRGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL had conferred with NATHAN B. LENVIN, 

Chief, Registration Section, Internal Security Division, U.S. 
Department of Justice, regarding ROCKWELL'S possible obligation 
under the terms of the Foreign Agents Registration Act of 1938, as 
amended, in the event he was retained by the Government of Egypt 
as a propaganda agent. 
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ROCKWELL advised that he had been approached by representatives 
from the Egyptian Embassy regarding a Job as a propaganda 
agent for the Egyptian Government and that he was planning 
to leave for Cairo shortly to discuss this matter further. 
ROCKWELL inquired whether his registration was required 
prior to his departure for Egypt. ROCKWELL was advised 
that his trip was not a basis for registration since the 
Foreign Agents Registration Ac t co ntemplated only activity 
within the United States. ROCKWELL was informed that in the 
event he agreed to act at the order, request or under the 
direction of the Egyptian Government with respect to his 
propaganda activities, he would be under an obligation to file 
a registration statement pursuant to the provisions of the 
Act,

GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL 

REGISTRATION ACT - UNITED ARAB REPUBLIC 


On October 31, 1958, GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, 6512 
Williamsburg Boulevard, Arlington, Virginia, telephonlcally 
advised that a dinner Is to be held on Saturday night, November 1, 
1958 at the Arlington Jewish Center, Arlington, Virginia, and 
the purpose of the dinner is to raise funds to build a village 
in Israel to be known as the Arlln^ton-Fairfax Villa, e. Ihe 
method to raise funds is to be through the sale of Israeli 
Government Bonds. 

ROCKWELL stated he had contacted NATHAN LENVIN, head 
~f the Registration Section, U. S. Department of Justice, 
Washington, D. C., in person on October 30, 1958, and had inquired 
of LENVIN if he could Bell Egyptian Government Bonds for 
the purpose of building a village. At thia time, LENVIN advised 
he could not do so without registering as a foreign agent. LENVIN 
made available to ROCKWELL a list of all registered agents in the 
Uhited States. 

ROCKWELL stated he perused this Hat an d noted that 
the name of IRVING BERMAN, | | Palls Church, ! r 

Virginia, who is Chairman of the Israel Fund Drive, was not 
listed. 


ROCKWELL stated he called LENVIN on the phone on October 
31, 1958 and adviBed him thereof and LENVIN then gave him a 
story which differed from the one he had given on October 30, 

1958. 


ROCKWELL stated that If the dinner is held, he and 
his associates would picket the place and have placards which 
will Indicate that the dinner Is beln. held in violation of the 
law. ROCKWELL informed he had studied the Registration Act 
and was certain that the fund drive was being held in violation 
• of the law.

The pamphlet indicated it was a statement by LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL, 6512 Williamsburg Boulevard, Arlington, Virginia. Inside 
the pamphlet was another one page pamphlet entitled, "Demonstration" 
This pamphlet readB in part as follows: 


"Your U. S. Government has enacted a very ood law 
to protect you from people posin, as ordinary, loyal 
citizens, but actually worldLn^ to attain the purposes 
of a foreign government. It is called the ’Foreign 
Agents Registration Act of 1930.- as Amended', and 
states in unmiBtakeable terns that ANY person who 
acts in ANY way, with or without a fomal contract or 
agreement, as the publicity representative of a 
Foreign Government, or who collects funds or loans 
for a Foreign Government, DIRECTLY or INDIRECTLY , 
muBt register with the Department of Justice as a 
Foreign Agent. Here is the LAN (photostat): 

" (c) Except as provided in Section 1 (d) hereof, 
the term 'agent of a foreign principal' includes 

"( 1 ) any person who acts or agrees to act, within 
the United States, as, or who is or holds himself out 
to be whether or not pursuant to contractual relationship, 
a public-relations counsel, publicity a & ent, information - 
service employee, servant, a ent, representative, or 
attorney for a foreign principal;

" (2) any person who within the united States 
collects information for or reportB Information to a 
foreign principal; who within the United States

"The head of the Registration Section, which 
administers the law for the Justice Department, is a 
man named NATHAN LENVIN, and he was courteous and 
helpful in assuring me that if I engaged in any 
publicity work or fund raisin,, for the Arabs, in any 
manner whatsoever, without registering, I would be 
sent, as an unregistered Agent, to prison, as others 
have been. 

"But, my neighbors, observe what iB happening 
amoung you tonight, - and all over the Country, 
for that matter. 

“Mr. ROBERT BRISCOE, Jewish ex-mayor of Dublin, 
is here on a publicity tour on behalf of Israeli 
Bonds, and is helping to raise money for Israel as he 
has in dozens of U. S. cities. Here is the clipping 
from the Arlington paper, proudly announcing hiB 
activity as a dinner in his honor. 

' STATE OP ISRAEL BOND DINNER — ROBERT BRISCOE, 
fomer Lord Mayor of Dublin, and now a member 
of the Irish Parliament will visit Arlington 
Saturday in connection with a dinner in his 
honor at the Arllngton-Pairfax Jewish Center. 

The dinner will herald a bond drive for sale 
of $105,000 in Israel bonds. Hie bonds will 
be used to construct a 35 heme village in 
Israel to be named the Arllngton-Pairfax Village. 

A cocktail party will precede the dinner, honoring 
Councilor BRISCOE. IRVINC BERMAN is chairman of 
the Israel bond-raising committee who is sponsoring the 
visit.'

"Mr. IRVING BERMAN, of Fall3 Church, who la the 
Chairman of the Israeli Bond Drive here, ia al6o not registered." 
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By letter dated November 25, 1958, Mr. TEAGLEY Informed 
that Mr. LENVIN did not recall any mention by ROCKWELL 
during their conference on October 30, 1958, of selling Egyptian 
Government bonds, and that ROCKWELL bad spoken only of his 
possible obligations under terms of the Foreign Agents 
Registration Act of 1938, as amended, in the event he was 
retained by the Government of Egypt as a propaganda agent. 



the following plan through which he hoped to raise money 
for his anti-Semitic and pro-Nazi campaign. ROCKWELL stated 
that WEST HOOKER was then in Italy where he operated a soft 
drink concern.

When the value of the oil stoc k decrease s a 
millionaire whom ROCKWELL referred to as[ l (phonetlc) 

and whom ROCKWELL said has contributed money to ROCKWELL'S 
anti-Semitic activity in the past, and other anti-Semitic 
millionaires will purchase the stock. ROCKWELL said that 
NASSER would then retr act his s tatement, the price on the 
stock would go up, and | l and others who invested would 

amass a small forture. ROCKWELL stated that a huge portion 
of this money would oe used for his anti-Semitic campaign, 

ROCKWELL felt certain that NASSER would go along 
with the plan because he would then have a strong pro-NASSER 
group to oppose the Jews in the United States. 

On November 3, 1958, | l advlsed that the 

Nationalists Party, also known as the National Touth League t> ^ D 
was an anti-Semitic, neo-Fasclst organization founded in 
New Tork City in 1954 by WEST HOOKER, a notorious anti-Semite. 

The informant further advised that this organization was inactive 
from 1956 to July, 1958, at which time GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL 
associated with the National States Rights Party (NSRP) 
revived it to use in connection with the activities of NSRP. 
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On November 3, 1958, | | advlBed that the 

NSRP was founded In 1958 and Is composed of past members of 
the Ku Klux Klan (KKK) and notorious anti-Semites. 

At its convent ion in Louisville, Kentucky, on 
August 30, 1958. 1 l advised that the NSRP indicated that 

it was a political party dedicated to segi^atlon. 

The KKK has been designated by the Attorney General 
of the United States pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 

On March 10, 1959. 1 l advised that ROCKWELL 

has said that he visited the UAR Embassy and was asked to 
leave. ROCKWELL wrote a letter to NASSER asking for a union 
of the two, but that he had not received an answer as yet. 
ROCKWELL mentioned that his "Save IKE From The Kikes" signs 
were in Cairo and that his picture had appeared on the front 
page of a Cairo paper. ROCKWELL has mentioned that the head 
of the Arab Secret Service in the United States had been in 
his house, but never furnished any details in that regard. 
ROCKWELL has stated that if he worked for the Arabs as a 
foreign agent he would give up the "Nazi line" for the time 
being.

The first day ROCKWELL had been turned away for lack of an 
appropriate UAR official with whom he could converse. On the 
second occasions ROCKWELL was referred to Mr. MOUFTAH. 


The memorandum then continued "Mr. MOUFTAH said 
that as soon as he was introduced to Mr. ROCKWELL he asked 
the latter to please leave the Embassy. Mr. ROCKWELL insisted 
he had an abundance of information which would be of interest 
to the UAR Embassy. Reminding Mr. ROCKWELL that the UAR has 
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already become victim of vicious propaganda based oo false 
allegations concerning comfiicity in the bombing of Jewish 
institutions, Ur. UOUFTAH told Ur. ROCKWELL he simply was 
not interested and to leave immediately. According to 
Ur. UOUFTAH, Ur. ROCKWELL therewith made his exit.

"His Excellency President NASSER 

"Cairo, Egypt 

"Excellency: 

"There can be no doubt that you have seen the 
despicable articles in the New York Dally News pllloiylng 
us all as a gang of dirty ’hate' conspirators against the 
poor, innocent Jews,—so I will hot waste your time with a 
recital of the contents. 

"However your representatives here in America 
have stated that they would throw such 'scum' as myself 
out of their premises 'bodily,' and I cannot believe you 
have authorized such cowardly and traitorous utterances. 

"I know they are cowardly, because 1 have appeared 
at your Embassy in Washington to be thrown out as promised,— 
and, while I was indeed dealt with most discourteously, I 
was NOT thrown out.

'During this interview, | I steadfastly denied 

having participated in an antl-Jewlsh demonstration in Washington, 
D. C., but did admit that he had gone to Washington, D. C., "during 
the latter part of July 1958", with "a couple of friends". 

He stated that the purpose of this visit waB to go "sight¬ 
seeing", while he was on leave from the Marine Corp s. He 
identified his friend s as I I who were from 

his home neighborhood ! I New York City. He 

stated that they traveled by bus and stayed at a motor court, 
the name of which he could not remember, but from which "you 
could easily see the Washington Monument". He reported that they 
"looked around Washington", but did not see any anti-Jewish 
demonstrations or picketing. They planned to visit the 
Arlington Memorial Cemetery, but did not have time.

This organization was very anti-Jewish, strongly 
favored Hitler's "racial policies", and also advocated segregation. 
It was headed by a man named West HOOKER who lived at Larchmont, 

New York, but who later moved to Connecticut. Hie organization 
had a club house in a "store" where they tried to sell 
"leaflets fr om the south ". While a member of the Nationalist 
Youth League ^ j stated that he did on one occasion 

"picket Carnegie Hall", to "support a meeting held by Senator 
McCarthy". 

_'’When asked why he joined the Nati onalist Yout h League, 

I I 3ald that his mother had a fr iendI I who was 

killed In Korea. He said that he liked l~~ I very much and 
that when his death "made his mother cry 1 ', he began to hate 
the "dirty Commies", and joined the organization as a means to 
"fight" them. He said that he studied maps and read books on 
Russia trying to "figure out ways to get in and bomb them". 

The Nationalist Youth League wa3 anti-Semitic because "most of 
the Commie6 were Jews". He said he finally left the League 
because "West HOOKER broke away from It", and also because his 
mother and the ‘Board of Education" were "against It". He 
stated that when he joined the Marine Corps, he was no longer 
a member of the League. He said the "antl-Defamation League" "knew 
all about" the Nationalist Youth League, West HOOKER, and others 
associated with It, that they called them "troublemakers". b7. 

__ "On l I was again interviewed at I I 

|_| by the reporting agent. Before any questions were asked, 

he was carefully advised of his rights under Article 31# 

UCMJ. He stated he understood his rights, that he had 
"thought over" the information he had given in the previous 
interview, and admitted that he had in fact participated in the 
antl-Jewish demonstration in Washington, D. C., in July, 1958. 

He related that he had gone home to New York City on leave from 
the Marine Corps and learned from his friends of the demon¬ 
stration. He stated that because he "sympathized with the 
ideals" of the people who were going to Washington, D. C., to 
participate in the demonstration, that he wanted to accompany 
them. He said that he did not know who was the leader of the 
group from New York, but that about 15 persons traveled to 
Washington in a chartered bu3, arriving In the late afternoon or 
evening of 25 July 1958. They proceeded to a motor court (still 
could not remember the name), where Mr. ROCKWELL had made 
arrangements for their stay. \ I stated that he knew ROCKWELL 

as "Commander ROCKWELL" and believed that he was a former Naval 
Officer. ROCKWELL lived in Arlington, Virginia, and was 
accompanied by a man named ARROWSMITH who he believed to be a 
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"wealthy man from Baltimore". No activity was schedule for 
Friday the day of their arrival. 

"On Saturday, 26 July 1958, after eating, the group 
went to ROCKWELL'S home in Arlington, Virginia, and spent the 
day and night there, many sleeping on the lawn in the back of 
the house. They made plans, talked and discussed "old times" - 
things the Youth League had done before its dissolution. 

'On Sunday, 27 July 1958, the New York group tentatively 
decided not to participate in the picketing of the White House, 
but after a "pep talk" by ROCKWELL, they decided to go ahead. 

[ stated that ROCKWELL "forbid" him to participate either 
in handing out leaflets or in Joining the picket line, because 
he was in the Marine Corps , However, when the group left in 
taxis for the White House. 1 [ stated that he went along, 

but got out before they arrived and watched the demonstration 
from the park across the street from the White House. He 
stated that the picketing went smoothly and lasted for a "few 
hours". Afterwards, he Joined the group and they proceeded 

back to the motel by taxi. Later they returned to New York _ 

via the chartered bus, arriving at 8:00 or 9:00 P. M. I I 

stated the reason he wanted to participate in the demonstration 
was because "he sympathized in the group's ideals". 

_ I stated that the following people in the 

[ group were the only ones that he could recall: 

"George LEGGETT - considered himself head of the "United 
Nordic Confederation". He had no 
connection with the Nationalist Youth 
League, and he was considered a 
"psychotic" - once tried to hold up 
a bank. 

"Jack TROLAND - called the "Fuhrer of Yorkville". He 
had bel onged to the Nationalist Youth 
League. f I considered him 

a "Juvenile delinquent of low mentality". 

He was strongly antl-Communlst and 
anti-Jewish, but considered a Joke. 

His "German Army" consisted of a 
group of Juveniles who put on swastika 
arm bands and marched about the streets.

He used to 
work for Conde McGINLEY (not on the 
trip) of Union, New Jersey, who 
publishes a newspaper which he claims 
is the "oldest anti_Semitic newspaper 
on the East Coast."

He knew them only as "sympathisers". 

" When asked what his present beliefs were. 1 1 

stated that he was a strong "nationalist" and "pro-American". 

He is a "segregationist" but is not "anti-Negro", and believes 
the Negro should be "colonized" back to Africa "where he 
belongs". He said that he is "anti-Jewish" to the extent that 
he believes Jews are anti-Christian and "started Communism". He 
also believes in "white superiority" and that "the Federal 
Government should control our monetary policy - not an 
independent outfit called the Federal Reserve". Lastly, he 
stated that he is "strongly anti-Communist" and that he is 
"willing to sacrifice everything for his ideals".

" I went to Washington, D. C. with about fifteen other 
people, counting myself, from New York City, (chartered bus). 

" Some of the people were members of a former groupe 
called the Nationalist Youth League. Some people were sympathizers, 
and some people were unknown to me. I don't know who was head 
of the New York group. 


We arrived in Washington on Friday evening or night, 
went to motor court (don't remember name of motor court). Friday 
night nothing scheduled. Saturday, after breakfast. Commander 
Rockwell arrived at Motor Court with a stout man, 
believed to be Arrowsmlth. We talked then went to Cmdr. 
Rockwell's home in Arlington, Va. 
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"At Commander Rockwell's home we discussed "old times", 
and matters concerning the picketting. About noon broke up Into 
groups and handed out material. T don't know who handed out 
material. I remained behind with 

Cmdr. Rockwell and his family. Latter we were to rejoin at 
Cmdr, Rockwell's home. Those who participated 
were George Leggett, who considered himself head of a group 
called United Nordic Confederation, wich tried to rotta bank 
in New York City before he meet any oT us. Jack Troland, who 
once headed a group o f Juvenile Delinquents called th e Ger man 
Aitov. I I was tricked Into coming along by l I 

I I who told him we were going to stay at the 

Statler Hilton Hotel in Washing ton then attend a party later pl us 
go s ight seeing. I do not know l I

"Charles Smith an elderly man came along. He has a 
publication called the truth seeker in New York. Sunday 
before the picket the New York" groupe suddenly decided not to go 
through with the picketting. Comdr. Rockwell gave a pep talk 
& they went ahead and plcketted. 

"I wa s told to stay behind wlth l [ Cmdr. Rockwell's 

wife & family. | | a new ma n. That was the first time I 

meet him. Since I 11 decided to go with the group 

to D. C. | I told not to take part in 

anything. I I stay across the street from the W hite _ 

House in a park during the pickett. After the plckett I I 

rejoined the groupe,in a taxi, headed for the motor court. 

"We had a police escort to the motor court. The 
police remained at the motor court for our protection, until we 
decided to go back to New York, which was about 3:30 or 4 
o'clock Sunday afternoon. I was told not to participate 
In anything because I was in the Marine Corp. 

"There wasn't any violence at any time 
during our stay, as far as I know. The pickett,3asted 
a few hours. 

"During our trip back to New York City we stopped 
somewhere in Maryland or New Jersey for chow. After chow we 
proceeded to New York. We arrlvsa in New York about 8 or 9 P.M. 
As s oon as we la nded in New York the group broke up. I went 
wlth | I to a bar in our neighborhood for a few beers & 

to talk over our experience of the past few days.

World Union of Free Enterprise National Socialists 


A source advised on February 27, 1959, that GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL of Arlington, Virginia, had held an 
organizational meeting of the World Union of Free Enterprise 
National Socialists (WUFENS) at his residence on February 26, 
1959. Six persons were present and they, according to the 
source, comprised the beginning of an officer corp of the 
organization. ROCKWELL told those present that the WUFENS 
would be an international movement, but that the section of 
the organization in the United States would be known as the 
American Party of the WUFENS. 

ROCKWELL on March 26, 1959, furnished to Special 
Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation a copy of the 
program of the WUFENS stating that he expects to become 
president of the United States through the organization's 
platform. The main tenets of the WUFENS, as reflected In the 
program, call for the migration of Negroes to Africa and the 
trial and execution of all Jews guilty of communist and 
Zionist treason. 

The source adv±3ea on May 20, 1959, that the main 
activity of the organization since i J bs inception has been the 
distribution of anti-Jewi3h material as well as material 
setting forth the program of the organization.

Another confidential informant who has furnished 
reliable information in the past advised on February 27, 

1959, that George Lincoln Rockwell of Arlington, Virginia, 
had held an organizational meeting of the World Union of 
Free Enterprise National Socialists (WUFENS) at his residence 
on February 26, 1959. Six persons were present and they, 
according to the source, comprised the beginning of an officer 
corps of the organization. Rockwell told those present that 
the WUFENS would be an international movement, but that the 
section of the organization in the United States would be known 
as the American Party of the WUFENS. 2-8 Oi 







Rockwell, on March 26, 1959, furnished to Special 
Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation a copy of the 
program of the WUFENS, stating that he expects to become 
President of the United States through the organization's 
platform. The main tenets of the WUFENS, as reflected in 
the program, call for the migration of Negroes to Africa and 
the trial and execution of all Jews guilty of communist and 
Zionist treason. 

The latter informant advised on August 9, 1960, that 
the main activity of the organization has consisted of 
picketing of the White House with anti-Jewish placards, 
distribution of anti-Jewish literature and open-air talks by 
Rockwell attacking Jews as traitors to the United States. 

On July 3, 1960, and July 24, 1960, Rockwell was arrested 
on charges of disorderly conduct. On the latter occasion 
sixteen other members of the American Nazi Party were also 
charged with disorderly conduct.

"The Bucknelllan," the official newspaper of Bucknell 
University, Lewisburg, Pa., on January 10, 1962, carried a story 
indicating that GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, Commander of the 
American Nazi Party, would speak on the campus January 31, 1962. 
The invitation for him to make this appearance was extended by 
the "Bucknell Student Forum" a student organization. The 
University, through Dean JOHN C. HAYWARD, Dean of Student AffairB, 
In the same article indicated the request was approved, in 
keeping with the University's policy of encouraging the pursuit 
of intellectual inquiry. He stated, "Approval of this request 
should in no way be Interpreted as University approval of Mr. 
ROCKWELL or his philosophies. His appearance has been arranged 
entirely by the Student Forum and he will not be a guest of the 
University. Furthermore, the University will take no action to 
promote or otherwise support his appearance." 

The "Sunbury Daily Item," published at Sunbury, Pa., 
HARRY H. HADDON, Editor, on January 17, 1962, carried a news 
story that the American Legion and VFW of Lewisburg had indicated 
they would lodge protests against ROCKWELL'S appearance at 
Lewisburg. 



Through a news release to the "Sunbury Daily Item," 
the Bucknell University Student Forum, through RICHARD W. PROBST, 
program chairman, announced the cancelling of Its invitation to 
ROCKWELL to speak on the night of January 31, 1962, at Davis 
Gymnasium. The service organizations aided by the Daughters of 
the American Revolution and church groups in Lewisburg, had widely 
protested to the University permitting ROCKWELL to appear on 
campus. This appeared in the "Daily Item" on January 22, 1962.

Dean HAYWARD in a statement that appeared In the 
"Sunbury Daily Item” on January 10, 1962, stated that, the 
University did not approve of ROCKWELL and did not approve of 
the invitation, to bring him to the campus. Although supporting 
the position, "that error can best be combatted by exposing 
every opinion openly, to the end that it may be measured against 
trusvalues... The university does not approve Mr. ROCKWELL and 
his tenets. It does not approve the Invitation to bring him here 
and it is disappointed in the Judgment of those who sent it. 

It deplores the fact that he has been offered the platform of 
the student forum and will take no action to promote or otherwise 
support his appearance." 

On January 29, 1962, CORDON HUFNAGLE, Chief of Police, 
Lewisburg, Pa., advised that two of ROCKWELL'S "henchmen" CARL 
ALLEN and RAY JAMES were In Lewisburg on January 29, 1962, had 
talked to some of Bucknell's students and visited the Dean of 
Student Affairs, JOHN C. HAYWARD. These men advised that 
ROCKWELL Intended to appear In Lewisburg and to speak in spite of 
the Student Forum's cancellation. They indicated that he might 
appear on Sunday, February *1, 1962, and further indicated they 
would wire the Borough' officials as to the specific date and 
time of his appearance.

Arlington, Va., about 11:00 p.m. on January 30, 1962 , and 
proceed to Lewisburg, Pa., where he intended to distribute 
literature protesting the cancellation of ROCKWELL'S speech. 

Further that ROCKWELL planned to leave Arlington at about 12:00 
noon on January 31, 1962, and proceed to Lewisburg, where he will make 
an out-door speech as near to the Bucknell University campus as 
possible to personally protest the cancellation of his appearance 
at Bucknell which was scheduled for January 31* 1962, 

On January 31, 1962, JOHN T. WHITEMAN, Reporter, 

"Sunbury Daily Item,” at Lewisburg, Pa., advised that Nazi 
troopers ALLEN and JAMES appeared at the Editorial offices of 
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his paper in Sunbury on January 31# 19o2, and advised H.H. HADDON, 
the editor, that ROCKWELL would not appear in Lewisburg on 
January 31, 1962, due to the cold, inclement weather, but would 
appear in Lewisburg for a speech at 2:00 p.m. on Sunday, February 4, 
1962. ALLEN and JAMES were in the Lewisburg area the night of 
January 30-31, 1962 , distributing a large number of handbills 
advising of ROCKWELL'S talk. This Inform ation waB immediately 
furnished to Chief of Police HUFNAGLE and| |the 

Pennsylvania State Police. 

On January 31, 1962 , SETH D. RYAN of Arlington, Va., 
was arrested in Sunbury, Pa., as he was distributing the 
aforementioned handbills. He was fined $25.00 and spent a Bhort 
time in the county Jail at Sunbury until the fine was paid by his 
associates.

Borough of Lewisburg, advised that Borough officials on February 
2, 1962, had dispatched the following telegram to ROCKWELL, "In 
view of present circumstances and expressed public sentiment 
Borough of Lewisburg advise you and your men to abandon any 
appearance in Lewisburg, Pa. There can be no guarantee of 
personal safety for you and your associates as Police Department 
of Borough cannot In any measure afford adequate protection." 

On February 2, 1962 , JOHN T. WHITEMAN, reporter, 

"Sunbury Daily Item," telephonically contacted ROCKWELL at 
Virginia and ROCKWELL read to him the following telegram which 
he was sending to the Borough officials of Lewisburg in reply 
to their telegram of the same date. "I appreciate your concern 
for my safety. I have already risked my life as a Navy flyer In 
combat and in two wars to protect my country, my Constitution and 
my people. In the past three years I have many times faced riotous 
mobs who were falsely agitated by Infamous lies about me and my 
program and I have never yet been intimidated from what 7 
believed was my duty nor have I run. 

"I am coming to Lewisburg Sunday afternoon to .rake 
use of my Constitutional right to speak, a right which Lewisburg 
has already granted to Communist enemies of America. I will 
cooperate In every way with law enforcement officials to prevent 
or minimize any Incidents, I will speak alone without signs, uniforms, 
or insignia and do not believe the people of Lewisburg will tolerate 
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"any lynch mob activities. I shall place my entire group 
throughout any crowd which may appear and they will put any 
individual who commits an illegal act of violence or riot 
under citizen arrest and deliver such foolish individual to 
your proper authorities for prosecution. I sincerely regret 
the difficulties this situation is causing your community 
but it was started by the intellecutal lynch mob which 
'welcomed' BENJAMIN DAVIS, the Communist traitor, to Lewisburg 
and used pressure and terrorism to suppress the honest speech of 
an American citizen and veteran of almost-20 years service in the 
U.S. Navy. In defending my right to speak, Lewisburg defends our 
Constitution, its citizens and its honor. I cannot believe It will 
fail." 

The contents of above telegram wer e immediately made 
known to Chi ef of Police GORDON HUFNAGLE and 
I I the Pennsylvania State Police.

on February 4, 1962, and discussed his proposed speech with 
Chief of Police GORDON HUFNAGLE and Mayor TOM SUMMERS of 
Lewlsburg. He demanded a place to speak and was told no 
adequate facilities were available. He then asked If he was 
being denied his Constitutional right to speak and began 
citing the Federal law guaranteeing him thiB right. He was 
told that his right was not being denied, that adequate 
facilities were not available to him. Someone In the crowd 
then mentioned the "monument," a civil war monument located at 
South 3rd and St. George Streets, in Lewlsburg, at which point 
ROCKWELL and hla followers began marching to this location 
followed by the crowd that had gathered to hear his talk. 

ROOKWELL began talking at 1:58 p.m. and terminated his talk at 
2:10 p.m. In the short time that he talked ROCKWELL made 
mention of the visit of BENJAMIN DAVIS to Bucknell, claimed 
he was talking to warn the oltizenry of the danger from 
Communism. He claimed that his movement was not designed to 
overthrow the government of the United States but to fight 
communism and Its dangers. He also mentioned being in the 
service for nearly 20 years. He claimed he bore no malice against 
Jews as a race and said he had with him LEONARD HOLSTEIN, 
whom he identified as being of Jewish extraction and who is his 
West Coast representative. He attempted to point out that 
HARRY DEXTER WHITE, appointed to a treasury post by President 
TRUMAN, was a communist spy. ROCKWELL then cut off his talk 
by saying he had "no prayer of convincing a mob such as this" and 
vowed he would return to Lewlsburg at a later date. ROCKWELL had 
no speaker's platform or amplification system and only a minority 
of those in attendance could hear his speech. At 2:30 p.m. the 
police placed him and his associates in a van and escorted them 
out of Lewlsburg to their waiting cars. He did not announce his 
immediate intentions but stated he would return and give a speech 
at a later date with better facilities. 

Approximately 1,500 people were in attendance for 
his speech, comprised mainly of Bucknell Students and local 
curiosity seekers. There were no incidents, fights or riots. 
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The affair was covered by the Lewisburg Police, Pennsylvania State 
Police and off-duty policemen and Sheriff's deputies from the 
surrounding communities. The affair was covered by the wire 
services and local T.V. news men. 

On February 5, 1962, JOHN T. WHITEMAN, reporter, 

"Sunbury Daily Item, telephonlcally contacted ROCKWELL at 
Arlington, Va., and ROCKWELL informed him he Intended to file in 
Federal Court, Lewisburg, a writ of mandamus on the Right of Free 
Speech article in the Bill of Rights. He also termed his trip 
to Lewisburg aA aTsuccess." He further indicated that he would 
file an appeal in Northumberland County Court in behalf of 
"Captain SETH D. RYAN," who had been arrested in that city in 
connection with the distribution of handbills. ROCKWELL also 
indicated to WHITEMAN that he would demand from the "Daily 
Item" a retraction of a "libelous" letter to the editor over 
the signature of Attorney JOSEPH INOHAM, a Selinsgrove attorney, 
which appeared In the February 3, 1962, Issue of the newspaper. 

In the letter ROCKWELL avers INOHAM stated that the American Nazi 
Party was subversive and advocated overthrow of the government of 
the United States. 

HERMAN REICH, Law Clerk, United States District Judge 
FREDERICK V. FOLUKER, Middle District of Pennsylvania, at 
Lewisburg, Pa., on February 6,1962, advised no petition for the 
Issuance of a writ of mandamus had been received by the Court.

A foreign source abroad furnished the following Infor¬

At a camp meeting held In Gloucestershire, England, 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, who was Identified to members of the 
camp as leader of the American Nazi Party (ANP), was present 
at the camp on August 4 and 5 , 1962. During this period, the 
" [International Nazi Movement 1 wsb formed with COLIN /JORDAN. 

is leader oT NSM, as the Fuehrer and ROCKWELL as Deputy 
Fuehrer. 


At the camp, ROCKWELL advanced the idea that photographs 
should be taken of himself so that they could be sold to news¬ 
papers and In this way ROCKWELL could make expenses for this 
trip.

The NSM held a camp meeting in Gloucestershire, 

England, from August 3, 1962 until it was broken up by action 
of local citizens on August 8 , 1962 . 

ROCKWELL arrived at Shannon Airport, Eire, from Boston, 
Massachusetts, on Aer Lingus flight on July 29, 1962. He 
crossed from Eire to Northern Ireland at Monagham and completed 
his Journey Into England via Belfast, Northern Ireland, landing 
at Heysham, England. 

From August 1 through 4, 1962 , ROCKWELL stayed at the 
Hotel, Cheltenham, England, under the name G. 


ROCKWELL arrived at NSM camp meeting about 2:00 P.M., 
on August 4, 1962 , and departed on the evening of August 5, 1962. 
During the period ROCKWELL was at camp, he made several speeches, 
the text of which was unknown. 

ROCKWELL'S whereabouts in England from August 5 to 
August 8 , 1962 were unknown. 

On August 7, 1962, the British Home Office, Issued 
a Deportation Order "for the public good" under (2) (B) of Article 
20 of the British Allens Order Act of 1953, which stated that 
ROCKWELL should be deported from the United Kingdom and that he 
remains out of the United Kingdom. 

On August 8 , 1962 , at 10:10 P.M., ROCKWELL was arrested 
In London, England, and on August 9, 1962, he departed London 
Airport via Pan-American Flight 57 at 10:30 A.M., destined for 
the United States. At the time of ROCKWELL'S arrest, he had in hla 
possession $70.00 (U. S. money), and 120 pounds (sterling). The 
fare of 94 pounds, 13 shillings, sterling, was taxen from ROCKWELL 
to pay for his deportation to the United States,

GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL was Interviewed at the Headquarter; 
of the American Nazi Party, 928 North Randolph Street, I« the 
presence of KARL ROGERSl ALLEN■ JR. At the outset, ROCKWELL was 
advised he did not have to make a statement, that any statement 
he made could be used in a court of law against him, and that 
he had the right to the advice of an attorney. ROCKWELL indi¬ 
cated that he reoognized the interviewers as Special Agents 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

Mr. ROCKWELL was informed this interview was being 
conducted to determine If he had violated the Foreign Agents 
Registration Act of 1938, as amended. Mr. ROCKWELL said he was 
completely familiar with the provisions of this act and 
has studied it to Insure that he would not be in violation of it. 

Mr. ROCKWELL acknowledged that he released a statement 
to the press saying he had signed an agreement at Cotswold, 

England, forming an.International Organization called th e!World 
Union of National Socialists (WUNS). He said this statement 
was not true ana ne aid not f&el 'Enat statements made to the 
press had to be true. He said he did not sign such an agreement 
pnd no one else has signed any agreement of this nature. He 
gave the interviewers a copy of the ' |Flrat Working Draught of 
the Cotswold Agreemen ts". I 

He said he typed this document at ANP Headquarters on 
legal paper Just prior to releasing printed copies of the docu¬ 
ment to the press. He said he made the press release for 
publicity purposes in the hope that it would harass people 
of the Jewish faith. 

It was noted on page 5 of the Icotawold Agreements, the 
following statement appears, "Agreed to at Cotswold, England, 
this fifth day of August, 1962.

Mr. ROCKWELL advised he put this in the document to 
make it look impressive and to further the ruse. He said he 
used the countries set forth above because the meeting at 
Cotswold, England, was in the nature of an annual camp-out held 
by the Northern European Ring. He said this was the third 
annual camp-out. In attendance were COLIN jJORDAN and JOHN 
ITYNDALL o f England, a young boy and hla mother from Belgium, 
one man i l rom Germany, one man from Austria and a woman from 
Prance. 


He said he talked to JORDAN and TYNDALL in a tent 
at the camp. They spoke of forming an International Nazi Move¬ 
ment. During these talks at Cotswold, he jotted down notes on 
scraps of paper; however, no formal agreements were reached 
at this time. He said the three of them verbally agreed to 
form NUNS or some type of World Nazi Movement. When such a 
group is formed, ROCKWELL said he will be active in It. 

ROCKWELL noted that when he returned from England, he 
did not have the note he took while in the tent at Cotswold. 

He said he believed they were confiscated by Scotland Yard 
when he was arrested and subsequently deported from England. 

ROCKWELL said he decided to call COLIN JORDAN the 
International Leader of WUNS and refer to England as the 
International Headquarters; however, since the agreement is 
unsigned, he will review the Foreign Agents Registration Act 
to determine the most beneficial manner for establishing 
headquarters. He said neither JORDAN nor any member set forth 
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in the Cotewold Agreementa has ordered. Instructed or requested 
ROCKWELL to do anything as a member of the organization. He 
said the only possible exception to this statement might be that 
COLIN JORDAN sent a letter to ANP saying that the British 
press requested copies of the Cotswold Agreements and therefore 
JORDAN wanted several copies forwarded to England. ROCKWELL 
said ANP sent five copies of the agreement. He said the sending 
of these letters and the printing of the Cotswold Agreements 
are the only actiora he has taken since his return from England 
in an attempt to solidify a world group of Nazis. 

ROCKWELL said he is presently considering making 
himself the International Commander with Headquarters in 
the United States. He said whatever plans are finally made, 
his international Nazi movement will be legally constituted 
and he will register in accordance with the Foreign Agents 
Registration Act if necessary. 

It was noted that the Cotswold Agreements called for 
each member to submit "Action Reports" every fortnight. ROCKWELL 
said no action has been taken to comply with thl3 portion of 
the agreement. 

It was noted that the Cotswold Agreements stated that 
members would supply Information to the International Headquarters 
and that this information would be sent to the American Nazi 
Party Headquarters where it would be edited and lithographic plates 
made and sent to each member, ROCKWELL said nothing has been 
done by any would-be member of WUNS to comply with this portion 
of the agreement. 

It was noiad that ROCKWELL went to Canada in the 
recent past. He said he went to Canada for propaganda purposes 
only. He said he had Just finished a brief vacation in New 
Hampshire. A friend drove him across the border into Canada 
and to Montreal. He said he conducted no business at Montreal 
regarding American Nazi Party or regarding WUNS. 

ROCKWELL said no financial arrangements have been 
transacted or made between ROCKWELL and WUNS, WUNS and ROCKWELL, 
any member identified on the Cotswold Agreements and ROCKWELL 
or any member of ANP under ROCKWELL'S direction and WUNS and/or 
its would-be members. ROCKWELL said he told COLIN JORDAN and 
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TYNDALL that he thought they should contribute to a "joint 
kitty", but JORDAN and TYNDALL said they had no money therefore 
It was impossible at this time. 



ROCKWELL said he believed the i Movimento Soclale 
Jtallano - Rome, Italy, sends literature to anf. He sala he 
haa no lurtner infor mation regarding thiB organization. He 
said he has heard of [but did not know him as a 

representative of Movlmentd Soclale Itallano. He said he 
has never distributed any literature for this organization or 
acted as an agent for it. 


ROCKWELL explained what he meant by certain words 
and phrases set forth in the Cotswold Agreements, i.e.: 

Under the heading of purposes for the organization of 
WUNS and under a further heading captioned "Immediate", the term 
"Combat - efficient" is used. ROCKWELL said he used this term 
meaning combat from a defensive standpoint only. He said he 
would not allow any aggressive acts to be taken by any persons 
with whom he associates. 

Further under the same caption, the phrase "Combat and 
utterly destroy..." appeared. ROCKWELL said this phrase means 
that those who are convicted under due process of the law on 
a charge of treason should be sent to the gas chamber. Again 
he said combat does not mean physical violence. 

Under the caption "Eventual" purposes, the phrase "... 
Just and final settlement of the Jewish problem" appears. It 
was noted ROCKWELL has made statements that Jews should be 
sent to the gas chamber and he was asked if this is the settle¬ 
ment to which he was referring. ROCKWELL said this phrase meant 
a solution conducted through scientific study and legally handled 
He said he did not advocate gas chamber for all Jews, only those 
guilty of Communist Zionist treason. 

The following phrases appeared under the general 
heading "Agreed Ideas and Statements": 

Section 1 under this heading contains the phrase 
"International Jewish power...nor can it be destroyed by any 
•cultural ring'...only by a COUNTER REVOLUTIONARY INTERNATIONAL 
POWER-APPARATUS OF MILITANT WHITE MEN!" ROCKWELL explained this 
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verbage does not mean militant In a military manner. He 3 ald 
militant means only dedicated men and a revolution by political 
means. He again reiterated his only idea of taking up arms 
would be in defense of himself or any member of hi3 party. 

Item #2 under this caption contains the phrase "Fighting 
LEADER". ROCKWELL Bald this verbage means a person who is willing 
to defend his Ideals but not one who is going to physically 
combat any person or country. 

Item #4 under this heading contslns the following 
vertage: "...FIGHTING unity of our race, a unity such as 
the Jews have brilliantly maintained for six thousand years". 

It was noted ROCKWELL has accused the Jewish people of starting 
warB in the past; therefore ROCKWELL was asked if he meant 
that WUNS would start wars. ROCKWELL said this verbage meant 
that any time a disloyal person attacked a legally constituted 
governmental authority, WUNS would stand together and defend 
existing principles. 

Item #7 under this caption contains verbage: "...Ack¬ 
nowledge spiritual leadership of Adolf Hitler...". ROCKWELL 
explained this phrase as meaning it would exclude cowardly type 
Nazis who did not want to admit that they truly believed in the 
socialistic ideologies of ADOLF HITLER. He said this phrase 
does not mean that he is trying to reactivate the Nazi Farty which 
was active in the United States prior to World War II. 

Item #8 contains the phrase "...TOUGH, FIGHTING...". 
ROCKWELL again defined this verbage as meaning defensive fighting 
only. 


Item #9 under this caption contains the phrase "Where 
two or more organizations in one nation seek admittance, they 
will be required to fight it out...". ROCKWELL said this phrase 
means a political battle wherein no arms or violence would be 
involved. 


Item #20 under this caption contains the phrase 
"...Jewish Marxist ideas of 'class warfare'". ROCKWELL explained 
this phrase as meaning that WUNS will destroy this Ideology 
through propaganda and through legal means only.

WUFENS 
described as a Nazi-type group to combat Jews, 
and ROCKWELL expects to become President of the 
United States through hi3 activities. Tenets 
of WUFENS program call for execution of Jews 
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Involved in Marxist or Zionist plots; the emigrating of 
Negroes to Africa; and the trial and execution of all 
persons acting as fronts for "jew treason". Headquarters 
located at 6512 Williamsburg Boulevard, Arlington, Vir¬ 
ginia. Persons meeting at headquarters comprise individuals 
to be the officer corps to exploit the masses. Hie WUFENS 
flag consists of old Nazi flag with blue circle in raaw of 
the swastika.

The Northern Virginia Sun, an Arlington, Virginia, 
newspaper, edition of April 16, 1959, reflected that Circuit 
Court Judge WILLIAM D. MEDLE7 "ordered LINCOLN ROCKWELL, Arl¬ 
ington organizer of a Nazi-type movement, to produce his guns, 
Nazi swastika flag and Nazi armbands in court Monday". The 
article Indicated that the Judge's order followed a request 
by the Commonwealth Attorney that the items be produced for 
use as evidence in ROCKWELL'S $1.00 libel suit. 

The article continued Btating, "Mr. ROCKWELL'S suit 
claimed he was libeled by a reprint in The Sun of a radio talk 
in which Mr. HASSAN said there had been an attempt to 'indoc¬ 
trinate 1 Arlington students by 'foreign appearing and dressed 
individuals who are handing out foreign alien hate literature 

The Evening Star, a Washington, D. C. newspaper, edi¬ 
tion of April 20, 1959, reflected that the $1.00 libel suit file4 
by ROCKWELL was continued until May 11, 1959, and that ROCKWELL 
who had been ordered to appear in Circuit Court with certain 
literature and Nazi-type paraphernalia, Including Nazi flags, 
turned up only with the literature. 

In order that ROCKWELL could keep the case alive 
until he returned with the required material, he moved for 
a dismissal without prejudice. Judge EMER7 N. HOSMER Instructed 
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ROCKWELL to file hia motion with the clerk of the court and 
set May 11, 1959, for arguing the motion and the original 
f'Uit.

An article which appeared in The Northern Virginia Sun, 
an Arlington, Virginia, newspaper, edition of April 22, 1959, 
reflected that "GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, self-styled ’commander' 
of a self-promoted 'Nazi' organization, last night was stripped 
of the Nazi banners and swastikas, Hitlerian and anti-Jewish 
tracts, weapons and other paraphernalia, he used to run what 
the Grand Jury charged yesterday was a 'public nuisance 1 in his 
house." 


The article Indicated that the Arlington County Police 
led by Captain RAYMOND S. COLE and Commonwealth Attorney WILLIAM 
J. HASSAN, raided the residence of ROCKWELL at 6512 Williams¬ 
burg Boulevard, Arlington, Virginia at 7:00 P.M., April 21, 

1959. They were armed with a search warrant issued by Circuit 
Court Judge WALTER T. MCCARTHY after the grand jury returned 
i. two-count presentment against ROCKWELL. 

The presentment, which is what an Indictment for a 
misdemeanor is called, indicated that ROCKWELL had persisted 
in maintaining a "public nuisance" at his home, and had acted 
to "correct public morals and outrage the sense of decency of 
others". Conviction on the nuisance violation carries a fine 
up to $5000.00.

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The article Indicates that the first count of 
the presentment charged that ROCKWELL, 

"Displayed in his front yard a 'foreign, alien- 
type swastika 1 ; Since March 15th, produced and distri¬ 
buted at his home 'un-American hate literature, designed 
to incite riot, cause consternation and alairo and create 
a breach of the peace; 

Encourage children to congregate, causing serious 
traffic hazards on the highway outside his home; 

Carried firearms and 'displayed them in a threat¬ 
ening manner' and permitted his associates to do the same; 

Stopped and 'illegally searched vehicles' on 
Williamsburg Boulevard; 

Displayed himself and his aides in 'Storm Trooper 
uniforms 'thereby causing terror and alarm' to the citizens 
and indicating by his acts he advocates 'the principles 
and policies of ADOLPH HITLER and the Third Reich of Ger¬ 
many '; 

After receiving threats of bodily harm, encour¬ 
aged minors to congregate at his home; 

Permitted situations to exiBt that endangered 
health, safety and welfare." 

The Northern Virginia Sun, an Arlington, Virginia 
newspaper, edition of April 25, 1959, revealed that Cir¬ 
cuit Judge WALTER T, MCCARTHY on April 24, 1959.* named an 
'amicus curae' to help him weigh the 'sufficiency' of the 
'public nuisance' presentment against ROCKWELL, but order¬ 
ed held the bulk of the material seized by police raiders 
in his home. 

ROCKWELL, who represented himself in court, ask¬ 
ed the court to dismiss the charges and to return the Nazi 
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paraphernalia, Hitlerian and anti-Jewlsh literature, and 
other items seized by authorities aimed with a search 
warrant. 


Judge MCCARTHY refused to 'suppress 1 as evi¬ 
dence, and ordered held the Nazi banner, swastika, arm- 
bands, guns, a gas pencil, clubs, some Nazi and anti- 
Jewish tracts, and other material. 

ROCKWELL’S motion to dismiss the presentment 
and suppress the evidence were continued until May 4, 

1959. A report on the 'sufficiency 1 of the presentment 
is also to be made then. 

An article which appeared in the Evening Star, 
a Washington, D. C., newspaper, edition of May 4, 1959, 
revealed that Arlington Circuit Judge WALTER T. MCCARTHY 
refused to dismiss the charges of maintaining a public 
nuisance and disorderly conduct against ROCKWELL, and that 
ROCKWELL stated the charges against him amounted to poli¬ 
tical prosecution. 

The article Indicated that Attorney CHARLES S. 
HUSSELL appointed by Judge MCCARTHY as a 'friend of the 
court' in the case, said that more specific facts should 
be filed with the court before the case is tried and that 
the case probably would raise constitutional questions of 
freedom of speech and freedom of association and that the 
charges contained in the presentment dealt in 'generalities'. 

RUSSELL stated that further legal documents 
should be submitted before the charges would be specific 
enough for a trial. He stated the presentment can be in¬ 
fluenced by "prejudice or anger or indignation" and pos¬ 
sibly not constitute a crime. 

WILLIAM J. HASSAN, Commonwealth Attorney, stated 
the authorities were not concerned with ROCKWELL'S beliefs 
but with the manner in which he carried them out as there 
are rights of the community which must be protected.

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The article further Indicated that ROCKWELL 
advised the Judge that HASSAN "Is under considerable 
pressure to get a conviction" because his "political 
headquarters 11 may be unpopular.

Arlington, Virginia, on 6/15/59, made available a copy o£ the 
literature distributed In Arlington, Virginia, on 6/14/59• 


One piece of literature is entitled, "We Challenge 
The Jews!", and thereon is a photograph of ROCKWELL and S. A. 
DAVIS, leader of the Back-to-Africa movement in Chicago, Illinois; 
a photograph of ROCKWELL in khaki shirt and tie and a swastika 
armband; and a photograph of ROCKWELL and his family. 

Contents of this literature indicate that ROCKWELL 
and DAVIS had planned on a Joint demonstration at the White 
House for 10:00 A.M. on 4/20/59, but by strange coincidence 
the Commonwealth Attorney of Arlington County, had asked the

A source advised on February 27, 1959, that 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, 6512 Williamsburg Boulevard, 
Arlington, Virginia, had held an organizational meeting 
of the World Union of Free Enterprise National Socialists 
(WUFENS) at his residence on February 26, 1959. Six 
persons were present and they, according to the source, 
comprise the beginning of an officer corps of the organi¬ 
zation. ROCKWELL told those present that the WUFENS would 
be an International movement, but that the section of the 
organization in the United States would be known as the 
American party of the WUFENS. 

ROCKWELL, on March 26, 1959, furnished Special 
Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation with a copy 
of the program of the WUFENS stating that he expects to 
become President of the Uhited States through the organi¬ 
sation's platform. The main tenets of the WUFENS, as re¬ 
flected in the program, calls for the migration of Negroes 
to Africa and the trial and execution of all Jews guilty 
of communist and Zionist treason. 

The source advised on May 20, 1959, that the 
officer corps 3tlll meets at the organizations headquarters 
at 6512 Williamsburg Boulevard, Arlington, Virginia, and 
that its main activity since its inception is the distri¬ 
bution of anti-Jewlsh material as well as material setting 
forth the program of the organization. 

Regarding ROCKWELL, the "Washington Post and Times 
Herald," Washington, D. C., newspaper for April 22, 1959.» 
in a story on page Al, describes him as a self-styled printer 
of anti-Jewish literature.

At its third annual convention held in Richmond, Virginia 
on May 24, 1959* the DSSIL adopted a "Statement of Convic¬ 
tions" urging the people of Virginia to elect a General 
Assembly which would return to a policy of "massive resistance" 
to integration. This statement continued, "We deplore the 
abandonment of massive resistance....as our State's policy 
in opposing Federal tyranny." 

A review of news accounts and the official organ 
of this organization, "The Defenders News and Views", re¬ 
flects that numerous highly respected Virginia citizens and 
political figures are members of the DSSIL and this group i6 
opposed to violence and Illegal tactics and Is concerned only 
with opposing racial integration in the public schools through 
legal means.
